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A STATESMAN DROPS DEAD 


LORD IPDESLEIGH'S LIFE SUD- 

eit DENLY ENDED. 

HE DIES IN LORD SALISBURY’S OFFICIAL 
RESIDENCE FROM HEART DISEASE— 
HIS LONG PUBLIC CAREER. 


‘LONDON, Jan. 12.—The Earl of Iddesleigh 
died suddenly this morning at the official resi- 
dence of the Marquis of Salisbury, whither he 
had gone to have an interview, by appointment, 
with the Prime Minister. While ascending the 
steps of the Premier’s residence he fainted and 
was carried into Lord Salisbury’s room, where 
he expired in a few minutes. 

The Prime Minister arrived soon after Lord 
Iddesleigh was taken ill and while the doctors 
Were trying to rally him. He is greatly affecte 
by the death of his former Minister. Mr. Man- 
ners, Lord Salisbury’s private secretary, says: 


“The moment Lord Iddesleigh came inside the 
ante-rouin he sank down uponachbair. I wasin 
the nextroom. Hearing groans: I went into the 
ante-rvomi and lifted him to the sola. Doctors 
Were in immediate attendance and remedics 
were applied, but Lord Iddeslelgh never spoke. 
He died 20 minutes after he was taken ill. His 
son, the Hon. Henry Stafferd Northcote, was 
sent for, but @id not reach his father until 10 
minutes after all was over. He left later for the 
Pynes, in Exeter, the family seat, to tell his 
mother of her husband’s death.” 

Dr. Mortimer Granville, Lord Tddesleigh’s 
parecas. has issued a bulletin in relation to his 

ordship’s death. Tn it he says: “Lord Iddes- 
leigh for many years past bas suffered with ear- 
diac affections, which. while not placing his life 
in immediate peril, rendered the prospect of its 
sudden termination only too possible. He died of 
syncope. The melancholy event, although start- 
ling to those around him, has not been unfore- 
seea by his immediate friends, and it has been 
onpitpates. by his medical attendants.” 

Sir James Ferguson, Under Secretary for For- 
eigu Affairs, in ah interview, said: ‘ Lord Iddes- 
leigh a moment before leavingthe Foreign Oftice 
spoke to ime very calmly about quitting office. 

© expressed the hope that our separation 
would not be permanent. Mr. Henry M. Stan- 
ley, the explorer, was waiting to see him about 
the Emin Bey expedition, and Lord Iddesleigh 
asked me to see Mr. Stanley and make another 
R A he Horry a for him later in the evening. Lord 
Iddesleigh was looking well; in fact, better than 
usual He conversed with me pleasantly, and 
When We parted he was in good spirits.” 

The body of Lord Iddesleigh has been removed 
to the family residence in St. James’s-place. 
There will be ne inquest, the doctors certify- 
ing that death resulted from failure of the heart’s 


action. 

The eo was deeply affected by. the news 
of the Earl’s death and immediately.sent a 
telegram expressing her sympathy with the 
widuw and famiuy. Mr. Gladstone, who always 
highly esteemed Lord .Iddegleigh, was much 
aifected, aud Mrs. Gladstone sent the following 
telegram: ‘“* We are sorely grieved by the news 
of the death of one so ewient, respected, and 
beloved. We must reserve a more particular ex- 
pression of our feelings uutil later.”, 

Tn an interview this eyening Dr. Langston 
said: “I was summoned to Downing-street at 
about 3:15 P. M. On acriving I found Lord 
balisbury and several gentlemen in a room with 
the Earl of Iddlesieigh. The Earl was lying on 
8 sufa. He was in a semi-couscious condition 
and excessively pale. His eyes were closed, his 
pulse was scarcely perceptible, and his heart 
was stiil The pallor was fhat of death. [ ap- 
plied restoratives directly, but they were witb- 
outefiect. I cannot say precisely when he died. 
If he was not dead when I arrived, he 
— away soon after without a struggle. 

anvounced his” death to Lora Salisbury 
and the others iu the recom. All were deeply 
aifected and retirea to an. adjoining reom, Lord 
Salisbury constantly returning to me. I never 
ttended the Earl before. He was older. physic- 
ally than he wasin years. In his condition the 
cold journey from Exeter yesterday. was very 
injucicious. Without a post mortem examina- 
tiou I cannot say positively, but I think the de- 
ceased suffered from fatty degeneration. He 
might bear much fatigue and excitement with- 
eutill result. There was nothing unusual in his 
sudden cullapse. It-by no means follows that 
the Earl wag laboring under excitement. An in- 
quest is not Obligatory. The physician’s certifi- 
cate of deatiumay be snfiicient’* ~ -. . ; te 

Dr. Mortimer Granville, in an interview, sata: 
“Iwas not Earl {ddesleigh’s: family physician, 
but he bad consulted me since February with 
reference to an affection of the arm muscles. 
when I discovered that he was suffering from 
Yaivular disease of the heart, which, though 
not urgenily perilods, would naturally cause 
anxiety. Icame to the couclusion that bis pros- 
pects of life mainly depended upomthe state 
of his general health, which greatly improved 
under treatment. When the question arose of 
bis taking office I advised him that it would be 
aivantageous to him to take office, my epinion 
having been justified, for till quite recently the 
Eari was in unusiially good health, and had re- 
gained strength and appetite. I last saw bim 
on Dec. 8, when everything indicated long 
life and that political work was congenial. 
is resignation wes in no way connected with 
the state of his heaith. At my t examina- 
tion of his heart, a month ago, there was a 
cistinet imprevement. Doubtiess recent anxie- 
ties teld heavily upon the Earl, who was highly 
gensitive. His death, though doubtless due to 
meutal causes, might have been expected. 
Indeed, it wus foreseen as the robable 
end of the malady. I have certified that 
death was due to gout, cardiac disease, and syn- 
cope, From the appearance of the body it was 
evident that the‘Earl had‘died painlessly. He 
must have been laboring under great mental ex- 
citement in consequence of his approaching sev- 
efunee from office and the state of-political af- 
fuirs Pee the excitement producing syn- 
tepe. Lady Iddesleigh has long. suffered from 
bed health.” 

Lonxpon, Jan. 13.—The Morning Post, in 
an articie on the death of Lord {ddesieich, says: 
* Tt is difficult to avoid the conclitsion that such 
2 serious blow may in some dezgres affect Lord 
Sahsbury’s Government. Lord Idd¢sleizh was 
one of the most single-minded and henorable 
gentlemen that ever gave their life’s labor to the 
public service.” 

The Daiiy News says: “It is not in human na- 
ture altogether to ignore the distressing circum- 
stanees Which,in all human probability, hast- 
ened Lord Iddesleigh’s death, apd thuse who are 
responsible for thus harryinga true and loyal 
friend and colleage may be left to the judgment 
of their own consciences.” 


The Earl of Iddesleigh, who is more widely 
known throughout the world as the Right Hon. 
Sir Stafford Henry Northcote, Bart., under which 
title most of his active work as financier and 
Statesman was accomplished, was born in Lon- 
don Oct. 27,1818. He was the chief living Tep- } 
reseutative of an old Devonshire family, which 
has been corspicnous in England for many 
generations. Sir Statford was the eighth Baronet, 
and was educated at Balliol Coliege, Oxford. In 
1843 he married Miss Cecilia Frances Farrer, 
daughter of a barrister of Lincoln’s Inn, began 
the study of law. and four years later was adinit- 
ted to the Bar of the Inner Temple. Hesucceed- 
ed to the Baronetcy on the death of his grand- 
father March 17, 1851, and a few weeks later 
Was made a Commander of the Bath, Ciyil Di- 
Vision, in recugnition of his services as Secretary 
of the great Industrial Exhibition of 1851. 

Bir Stafford Northcote tirst entered Parliament 
asa member for Dudley in 1855. He was re- 
turned in the Conservative interest, and was al- 
Ways atterward idéntitied with that party. In 
1858 he was returned for the borough of Stam- 
ford, aud continued to represent that constitu- 
envy until May, 1866, when be was returned for 
North Devon. During Mr. Gladstone’s Presideney 
of the Koard of Trade Sir Stafford acted as his 
private secretary. and thus recvived an efficient 
training in matters reluting tu finance, which he 
afterward turned to good acconnt. In 1866, when 
Lord Derby was cilled for the third time to form 
@ Ministry, Sir Statford was given a place 
as President of the Board of Trade. From 
March, 1367, to December, 1868, he was Secre- 
tary of State for Ludia, in which oftice he dis- 
tingnished himsclf by assiduous attention to his 
duties. His efficiency contributed largely to the 
success of the Abyssinian expedition. He was a 
isember of the Joint High Commission on the 
Alabama Ciaims in 1871 and oné of the framers 
of tbe treaty of Washington, which was the re- 
Suit of the labors of that board. Wheu Mr. Dis- 

racii formed his Cabinet in February, 1874, Sir 
Staifurd was made Chancellor of :the Exchequer, 
and in August, 1876, when Mr. Disraeli became 

Ear) of Beaconsfield, Sir Stafford becuine his suc- 

cessor a8 the administration leader of the House 
of Commons. 

Sir S:afford voired the sentiments of the Gov- 
ernment until 1880, when Mr. Gladstone again 
camr into power. Then he became leader of the 

Opposition in the House, and this respousible 

ey Le held until the downfall of the Giadatone 

Ministry and the accession of the Salis- 

bury Cabinet in June, 1885. He undoubtedly 
expected to take Np ugain the réle’ of leader for 
the Governinent nucer the new administration, 
bet Lord Ravdoulph Churchill ‘had come into 
prominence by his violent attucks on Gladstone, 
aml the element supporting him for the 
leadership of the House was too power- 
ful for Salisbury to ignore. In order 
to “shelve” Sir Stafford decently he 
raised to the neerage under the title of 
the Earl of {ddesleigh, and given the Cabinet 
office of First Lord of the Admiralty. In Salis- 

bury’s second Ministry, last year, the Earl of Id- 

fesieixh was mace Secretary of State for For- 

tiga Aitairs. ‘fhis oftice he held until Lord Ran- 
loiph Churehil’s recent resignation from the 

Vabinet, When he resigned in order to enable 

Lord Salisiury to form a coalition with the 

Whigs. Failing in this. Salisbury offered him the

Privy Seal, but this he declined, feeling that he 
was entitled to his old portfolio. Lord Iddes- 
leigh was Very much chagrined at the manner in 
which he was treated, and he survived his morti- 
fication but_a few days. Tne successor to the 
Earldom of Iddesleigh is the Viscount St. Cyres, 
who was born in 1845.

AND LAWYERS. 

Sr. Louis, Jan. 12.—Frank James, who 
hae been living quietly at Nevada, Mo., since his 
trial and acquittal, arrived here this morning, 
and after breakfast visited the Four Courts, and 
called on ex-Gov. Charles P. Johnson, who de- 
fended him at his trial. The latter was 
in attendance at the criminal court, 
which was in session, and the ex-bandit, 
walking inside the bar, grasped the attorney 
by the hand. The lawyer returned the 


eripina hearty manner, ond after a short talk 
brought his old client up to the bench and intro 
auced him to Judge Normile, who stepped down 
to greet him. There was another warm shak- 
ing of hands between the outlaw of years and 
the wearer of the judicial ermine, and they con- 
versed together fur afew minutes. Then Gov. 
Johnson introduced bis protegé to Circuit At- 
torney Clover, Clerk Ben Finney, Presley N. 
Jones, and others, and the outlaw remained in- 
side the bar for fully 15 minutes chatting with 
the leading lights.

ames knew at that time who he was, though 
some of the audience in the court room appeared 
to wonder who the man could be about whom so 
much fuss was being made. The ex-outlaw and 
his former attorney left the court room to- 
gether to go over into the Court of 
Criminal Correction to seek Judge Noonan. 
He was brought up and introduced to his Honor, 
and after a brief chat was invited to wait inside 
the bar until court adjourned. He did so with 
Mr. Ridgway, and when court took a recess for 
dinner about 12:30 o’clock they were joined by 
Judge Noonan and ex-Gov. Johnson, and the 
whole party went off and had dinner together at 
the expense of Judge Noonan. 

When approached by a reporter James was 
surrounded by Gov. Johnson and three or four 
other people to whom he had been introduced, 
amd stated that he would prefer not to talk. He 
said, “I think enough has already been said 
about mein the papers, and that it is about 
time to givé me arest. About everything that 
need be said has been, and any further publica- 
tion only serves to keep me before the people in 
a disagreeable-light. [would like very much to 
be left ont altogether.” 

_He said he camé here to endeavor to get a po- 
sition, and ifhe succeeded he wonld probably 
remain here. When asked if ‘be did not think a 
saluon would pay him well he replied that that 
was a business he would not go into. “No, 
Frank is a prohibitionist,” put in Gov. Johnson. 

“Yes,” aaded James, ** one of the Governor's 
converts. No, I aim not a probibitionist, but I 
am strictly temperate.” 

**He was oifered a big salary to go into the 
show business and exhibit himself, but would 
not take it,” again remarked Mr. Johnson. Then 
he added: “I tell you, Frank, you are the worst 
slandered man in the country.” 

‘“T was offered $1,000 a week to exhibit my- 
self in museums,” said the ex-outlaw, “but I 
would never think of going into that business. 
No money would induce me to enter it.” 

“He is certainly one of the most shrinking 
men I ever met,” remarked Mr. Johnson. “ He 
shuns notoriety of all kinds.” The general ap- 
pearance of the noted ex-outlaw. is that of a 
goud old down East church member, but he has 
the Missouri “twang” in his talking. He has 
filed an application with a prominent boot and 
shoe house in this city fora position as clerk, 
and it is probable that he will be employed by

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 12.—A little white 
hearse and three black cabs solemnly drove 
away from the handsome residence No, 1,810 
Greon-street to-day, and a white-haired old man 
stood at-the window, waving a sad farewell as 
the tears streamed down his cheek. The old man 
was Denman Thompson, the actor, whose hu- 
morous delineations have for many years made 
him a favorite wherever he appéared. To-day 
his voice was husky with grief and his eyes red 


With weeping, yethe was compelled, he said, to 
return at once to New-York toamuse:un audience 
which he could not afford to disappoint. The 
little hearse contained the body of his blue-eyed, 
fair-haired little 3-year-old grandduugbter, 
Alice McFarland, who had been his inseparable 
companion, and whose merry prattle had light- 
ened for him many a weary hour. 

He suid that he first received the news of her 
death on Monday night while presenting for the 
first timein New-York his new play, ** The Old 
Homestead.” ‘Little Alice,” said he, “had 
been ilifor some time, and I had received tele- 
grams of her condition daily. She had been 
spending the holidays with her father’s parents 
when she was taken ill Dr. Agnew had been 
attending her, and Lhad hoped that she would 
recover, when the telegram reached me and 
almost prostrated me with grief. But the 
curtain was rising, the audience waiting, 
and with a. heart heavy with grief I 
hid my sorrow, acted my part, and the audience 
never knew what that night’s work cost me. 
There are times when an actor has to act in more 
senses than one. His audience must be satis- 
tied. His sorrows are his own, not theirs. A 
good actor can dissimulate under any circum- 
stances. I got my first lesson years ago, when 
my boy lay dead at home and I was feigning 
hilarity on the stage.” 

The little funeral procession moved out to 
Mount Peace Cemetery, and the little coffin was 
followed. through the snow by the grief-stricken 
relatives to the family vault, whence it.will be 
removed to New-Hampshire. Mr. Thompson 
left for New-York on the 4 o’clock train. 

Le Fae LES VOR 
NO MORE WHISKY ON BOARD. 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, Jan. 12.—At a meeting 
to-day of the Board 6f Directors of the Cincin- 
nati, Portsmouth and Big Sandy Packet Com- 
pany, it was decided to abolish the bars onal! the 
company’s boats. President Kyle was asked the 
reason for this action. - He said it was due in part 
to public sentiment and in part to recent liquor 
legislation. He had become satistied that a large 
majority of the patrons of their boats would ap- 
— such a course. He was not aware that 

iquor sold on the boats had caused any trouble, 

but many patrons disliked to know that it was 
being sold. Then nearly all the towns at which 
they made landings on the Kentucky side 
ot the river have adopted local option, 
and a serious question of reponsibility 
might arise if. liquor was sold upon a 
boat at one of these landings. In any event it 
would not be in the proper order of things for 
Kentuckians to go to the river, not for water, 
but for whisky, when one of their boats was ex- 
pected. In Ohio the Dow law, which has just 
cove into effect, imposes a tax upon all liquor 
sellers, and as their company is incorporated 
under the Ohio law they would be liable for this 
tax. The order abolishing the bars goes into 
effect at once.

PROSPERITY IN ARKANSAS. 


LitTLe Rocks, Ark., Jan, 12—Gov. Hughes } 


to-day delivered his message before both houses 
of the Legislatura He congratulated them and 
the people of the State on the peace and pros- 
perity which had prevailed within her bound- 
ary. The Governor spoke of the bonded debt of 
the State. which, with interest, amounted to 
$5,103,563. The penitentiary bad been a source 
of revenue to the State, amounting “in the 
past two years to . $52,548. The rail- 
road valuation had largely increased since 
1884, the increase amounting to $7,351,- 
653. He urged the Assembly to use 
its influence with our Senators and Representa- 
tives in Congress, to procure the passage of @ 
bill for the distribution of the cotton tax, 
$68,000,000, to the Cotton States, from which it 
was wrongiully collected under an unconstitu- 
tional act of Congress. The mortgage law, he 
said, was one of the growing evils of the State, 
and he suggested a law liuiting and mitigating 
this evil, without interfering with the private 
rights of the citizeus. The message was an ex- 
cellent one, mature and well considered.

The Evie men have arrived and are undecided. 
Notwithstanding the claims of the Morton peo-

TeMillan yor Assemblymen Emery and Gal- 
lagher have yet announced themselves. They 
have never been counted for Miller under 
any circumstances, not even by the most san- 
guine calculator in the Miller camp. There 
are ugly rumors abroad to the ettect 
that certain members this side of the 
Erie County line and certain others in 
the southwestern end of the State are waiting 
for ‘‘ light upon the situation.”

OPPOSED BY THE RAILROADS. 


SENATOR VAN WYCK’S STRUGGLE TO 
KEEP HIS SEA. 

LINCOLN, Neb., Jan. 12.—Some sensation 
is aroused te-night in the Nebraska Senatorial 
fight by a rumor that the Democrats have made 
overtures to Senator Van Wyck. proposing that he 


throw his votes to Congressman-elect McShane. 
Then the Democrats will elect Van Wyck to the 
lower house. The scheme is a plausible one and 
practicable. It is not known what reception it 
met from the adherents of the Senator. 

The contest for Senator is one of varied and 
unusual interest. Heretofore the division has 
been between gangs of politicians who regarded 
the Federal patronage as tho prime object of 
success. Now that element dvesn’t enter, ex- 
cept very remotely. The Legislature is Repub- 
lican on joint ballot by a majority of 57, there 
being but 38 Democrats, in the entire member- 
ship of 133. The Republican camp is divided. 
one faction supporting Senator C. H. Van Wyck 
for re-election, and the other opposiug him. His 
adherents are estimated at45 by his friends. 
His enemies concede him 40, 

In the tleld opposed to Van Wyck the promi- 
nent figures are ex-Senator A. 8. Paddock, whom 
Van Wyck succeeded six years ago; A. J. Weaver, 
the present Congressman from the. First Con- 
gressional District; Amasa Cobb, Judge 
of the State Supreme Court. Besides 
these there is a host of men of smaller 
calibre, posturing as dark horses. At 
this writing Paddock ig in the lead of the 
tield, and Oobb second. Weaver has played 
the ‘“‘secoud choice’ game, but has probably 
overdone it. He was enrolling himself on the 
books very rapidly as the second choice of Van 
Wyck’s adherents as well asin the element op- 
posed tothe present Senator. Thatastute Sen- 
ator smelled a rat and squeleched the game 
by announcing that there would be no.chance 
for his inep to make a second choice. He intends 
to stay to the end of the tight. 

There will be no caucus by the Republicans, 
Outside Democrats are trying all possible means 
to corral their members of the Legislature to 
prevent their straying to Van Wyck. Their 
success is doubtful. At least cight Democrats 
owe their election to the votes, of the Van 
Wyck faction, aud these are generally considered 
pledged to vote for him wheu he signifies that 
the preper time has come. Among other meas- 
ures proposed to bring the Democrats to time it 
is‘sugygested that John A. McShane, Democratic 
Congressman-elect, shull be the nominee. if so 
many can be got intoacaucus, with the idea 
that the waverers can be whipped into line. It 
is wr doubtful if the expedient will work. It 
is useless to prophesy the result. All forecast is 
mere guessing. The first ballot will be taken on 
Tuesday, the 18th, at noon. It will probably 
give Vau Wyck 50 vetes, Paddock 30, a Demo- 
crat 30, Cobb 12, Weaver 5, aud the remainder 
scattering. 

The source of the opposition to Van Wyck is 
supposed to be the great corporations. The 
Union Pacitie and the Burlington Roads are gen- 
erally supposed to be intensely hostile to his re- 
election. It is undoubtedly true as to the 
Burlington, The farmers’ alliance and the anti- 
monopoly voters support him with quite as 
much zeal as the railroads oppose. Should the 
Democrats conclude to support Van Wyck solidly 
—hardly among the possibilities—he would be 
elected with ease. The contest is marked by a 
good deal of acrimony, and no matter which 
faction triumphs a wound will be left that it will 
be difticult to heal. 


NO GLANDERS IN MONTREAL. 


THE ORDER AGAINST THE IMPORTATION 
OF HORSES REVOKED. 

BURLINGTON, Vt., Jan. 12.—The indigna- 
tion was so great among horse dealers over the 
order of the Treasury Department prohibiting 
the importation of horses from Canada, which 
went into effect Friday, that Collector Smalley 
went to Montreal to investigate aga to the preva- 
lence of glanders, on which the order was made, 
He has just returned from that city, whege he 
spent two days looking into the matter. “Iam 


fully satisflea,” said Mr. Smalley, ‘‘ that there 
is nO epidemie among the horsesin Montreal. 
The embargo was based on the report of the 
Medica! Health Officer, who stated that glanders 
was prevalent in Montreal. but it appears that 
he was in error, the only action on the part of 
the authorities of that city being that the Board 
of Health asked the Government to authorize 
them to kill glandered horses whenever they were 
found in the city. This morning I telegraphed 
the result of my investigation to Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury Fairchild, expressing 
the opinion that there was nou danger in revok- 
ing the order prohibiting ths importation of 
Canadian horses. In reply [ received this after- 
noon the following telegram: 
‘“ WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 12, 1887. 

“ Collector of Customs, Burlington, Vi.: 

“ Dispatch received. As you report that glanders 
do not exist in Montreal and vicinity the prohibi- 
tion against the importation of horses is removed.

Notice in accordance with the above order was 
at once telegraphed to the Deputy Collectors 
throughout the District of Vermont.

CALM AFTER THE STORM 


ONLY ONE SMALL FIGHT IN 
TRENTON YESTERDAY. 

THE DISTURBED NEW-JERSEY LEGIS- 
LATORS SETTLE DOWN TO A WINDY 
WAR OF WORDS AND GESTURES. 

TRENTON, N. J., Jan. 12.-—- When the 

House of Assembly met this morning the Demo- 

crats were possessed with fear and trembling. 

When the House adjourned three hours later 

they were more cheerful. Tue Democrats were 

in caucus in the Assembly. Chamber at 10 

o'clock, but when the Republicans presented 

themselves punctually at that hour with Speak- 
er Baird at their head they were ad- 
mitted. with little delay. However, it was 
not till 10:40 that the Speaker called the House 
to order, and all was quiet as the Rev. Dr. Stud- 
difield offered prayer. As the Clerk began to 
call the roli the Democrats came noisily forward, 
and demanded to be sworn in at once. An hour 
of unnecessary debate followed, led by Messrs. 
Armstrong and Corbin for the Republicans, and 


by Messrs. Beckwith, Noonan, and Hudspeth for 
the Democrats. 


roll must be called first to see ifa quorum was 
present, after which the members-elect could 


present themselves at the bar of the House and 
be sworn in. 


This order was finally followed, and the Dem- 
ocrats who had wasted yesterday in fruitless 


caucusing came forward, 10 first, then 10 more, 
and then 8, were sworn in by Mr. Armstrong, 
and subscribed their names to the official parch- 
ment roll of membership. While the last 8 
were being sworn in the irrepressible Beckwith, 
of Atlantic, discovered that the name of Walter, 
of Mercer, was not printed on the tally list, aud 
that the Clerk had not called the name of Turley 
of Camden. He therefore moved that further 
proceedings be suspended and that Turley be 
given his seat. As only 22 Democrats had been 
sworn in who could vote on this question, while 
the Republicans had 26, some very unflattering 
and emphatic adjectives hier ¢ the idiocy of 
the motion at that time was hurled at Beckwith, 
and he hastily withdrew his motion and allowed 
the remaining Democrats to be sworn in. Mr. 
Turley now came forward, and lookihg very 
much ashamed of himself handed up Judge 
Parker’s certificate of hiselection, and Beckwith 
moved that he be sworn in. 

Just then Assemblyman McDermitt, of Essex, 
and Seargeant-at-Arms McDonald were seen to 
be engaged in a tussle, and in a moment the 
House was in an uproar, and the galleries were 
quivering with excitement, expecting a repeti- 
tion of yesterday's scandalous scenes. MeDer- 
mitt had surreptitiously got hold of the official 
parchinent roil of the House, and refused to de- 
liver it up to the Clerk or the Sergeant-at-Arms. 
The Speaker ordered him to surrender it to the 
Clerk, and he did so. Itis surmised that his in- 
teution was to swearin Turley and Walter him- 
self, aud let them sign the roll, Which would ou 
the face of it constitute thein members. This 
episode being over, the House proceeded to con- 
sider a motion by Hudspeth, of Hudson, that 
Turley be sworn in. Mr. Corbin, of Union, 
said that the case was the must outrageously 
fraudulent he had ever known. Mr. Haines was 
present and he had his original certificate and 
protest read, For his part he’ was opposed to 
swearing in either man until the case had been 
investigated. Mr. Armstrong took the same 
view. Messrs... Hudspeth and Noonan talked in- 
terinivably on the subject, and .Mr. Barrett, of 
Essex, graphically depicted the majesty of the 
law and humorously expressed bis fears that he 
might be punished for contempt of court if he 
tailed to recognize the certificate Judge Parker 
had given Turley. Mr. Corbin retorted that the 
Constitution made the House the sole judge of 
the election and qualifications of its members, 
and that the Supreme Court would be guilty of 
treason if they insisted on foisting ou the House 
mewbers not elected. A great buzz of astonish- 
ment and indignation went’ through the House 
when McDermitt, of Essex, threatened: any 
Democrat with assassination who did not vote 
with his party. 

* There are rumors afloat,” hesaid, ‘that lob- 
byists are prepared to get members away by the 
use of money to help unseat Democratic Assem- 
biyinen. I Want to see the first nan who will be 
atraitor to nis party. Better that he dropped 
dead where he is, for his act of treachery ma 
proinpt somebody else to do him an injury whic 
might terminate his existence.” 

Mr. Noonan now offered a resolution, carefully 
drawn up by Seuator Edwards, of Hudson, the 
etfect of which would be to swear in Turley, who 
was seated by a Supreme Court Justice, and 
Walter, who was declared not elected by the 
Chief-Justice. But the Democrats were afraid to 
risk a vote on this, and instead pressed 2 motion 
to adjourn, which was carried, Speaker Baird and 
Mr. Kinney, of Sussex, being the only Democrats 
bold enough to brave McDermitt’s threat of as- 
sassination by voting with the Republicans. This 
made 28 votes against adjourning. The Demo- 
erats cast 28 votes for the motion, and the two 
Labor members voted with them, making 30, so 
the House was adjourned to 3 o’elock. 

Aruwine and Wolverton had been dragooned 

back into the ranks of those who so bitterly de- 
nounced them yesterday. Congressman Pidcock 
had been summoned by Gov. Abbett to * fix” 
Wolverton. At breakfast this morning the latter 
declined an invitation sent by the former fora 
conference, and said Pidcock might go to the land 
of eternal concentrated Summer. But the wily 
Congressman “ surrounded” Wolverton and at 
last got him. As the Warren member last night 
consigned Abbett to the same place as Pidcock, 
it is probable that he will vote for him now.. The 
action of the labor members excited the most 
surprise. If they vote to seat Turley the Demo- 
crats will have 31 members and can at once seat 
Walter, when they will be independent of the La- 
bor members. Already the nominees of the 
Democratic caucus are counting confidently 
upou replacing the officers appointed by the 
House yesterday, and the Labor officers are wor- 
rying. 
“When the House convenéd this afternoon Mr. 
Noonan, of Hudson, offered a resolution provid- 
ing forthe immediate seating of Turley and 
Walter. The Republicans discussed it so vigor- 
ously that the Democrats were glad to with- 
draw it. Mr. Hudspeth, also of Hudson, then 
renewed a motion made in the morning that 
Turley be sworn in as a member of the Assem- 
bly. The Republicans permitted a vote to be 
taken on this motion, and it was adopted by a 
vote of 30 to 28, Speaker Baird and Kinney, 
of Sussex, voting with the Republicans, and 
Arnwine, Wolverton, Carroll, and Donohue 
voting with the Democrats. Turley took his seat 
with the Camden delegation. The Speaker being 
empowered to appoint a Committee on Elec- 
tions at once named Messrs. Corbin, Oviatt, Roe, 
Donohue, and Matthews. The first three are 
Republicans and the others Labor Democrats. 
To them were referred the formal protest and 
other papers presented by Haines, the opponent 
ot Turley. The case of Walter, who received 
the same number of votes as Jones in the Second 
Mercer District, but who demanded a seat under 
the advice of Gov. Abbett’s henchmen, because 
he held a certificate of election granted before 
the tie vote was discovered, was referred to the 
committee. A resolution by Corbin that the 
Speaker be empowered to issue a writ for a spe- 
cial election in the Second Mercer District was 
also referred to the committee. 

The disposition of this business engendered 
much heated talk. Hudspeth referred in un- 
complimentary terms to the men who bolted, 
and Wolverton in a speech made it plain that he 
would bolt again if he and his friends were not 
treated right. He intimated, howeyer, that he 
would support Gov. Abbett for United States 
Senator, and the Democrats applauded him. 
When Donohue east his vote in favor of seating 
Turley the Democrats fairly went wild with en- 
thusiism, They clapped and shouted and gave 
three ringing cheers. Donohue'’s act they con- 
strued as a favorable omen for the coming Sen- 
atorial battle. : 

Donohue now made his maiden speech. He 
said he was under no obligations to either the 
Democratic or the Republican Party. He voted 
as he did because he thought it was right. It 
evidence is proauced to show that Turley holds 
his seat unlawfully he will vote to unseat him. 
A number of bills were introduced before the 
House adjourned until Monday night. Ex- 
Speaker Armstrong iutroduced a Local Option 
bill which is destined to provoke @ long and 
lively battle. The Senate met at 3 o’clock and 
adjourned until to-morrow without organizing.

“IDA BELI’S ESOAPE. 


FRED EUSTIS ARRESTED FOR AN AT- 
TEMPT TO SHOOT HER. 

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 12.—Composer Fred- 
erick J. Eustis, with disheveled hair and blood- 
shot eyes, faced Magistrate Thompson this after- 
noon at the Central Station, charged with at- 
tempting to shoot bis wife, Ida Bell, and with 
carrying concealed deadly weapons. Mr. Eustis 
was the composer and conductor of the ill-fated 
opera ‘‘Mizpah,” and was stranded with the 
company in Chicagv. His wife, Ida Bell, 
is a member of the “Adonis” company now 
playing at the Chestnut-Street Theatre. They 


were separated a short time ago, and cross suits 
for divorce which are now pending were insti- 
tuted in New-York. 

Eustis came to this city after the collapse of 
“ Mizpah,” and stopped at the Continental Hotel. 
Yesterday he drank considerable liquor, and in 
the evening went to the stage door of the the- 
atre and meéthis wife. Heinsisted on her ac- 
companying him to the hotel, but she refused to 
listen to him. He finally became abusive, and 
placing his hand on his be 2 pocket said in a 
threatening tone: “I'll make you.” Several 
bystanders interfered, and Mrs. Eustis hurried 
into the theatre and escaped from her irate hus- 
band. Mr. Eustis then went around to the 

, Chestnut-street entrance and walked into the 
theatre. Henry J. Rice, a brother of E. E. Rice, 
recognized him and noticed his condition. 

* You can’t come in,” he said. ‘* You have been 
drinking and you will create trouble.” 

“Tf will behave like a gentleman,” pleaded 
Eustis, striving to get past him. 

Rice remained obdurate, and finally asked: 
“ What are you doing with a revolver in your 
pocket ?” 

Mr. Eustis denied having the weapon, and Re- 
serve Officer Nicholson, who was standing at the 
door, was called up to arrest him. A loaded re- 
volver was found on him at the station. Upon 
being locked up he berged hard to be released, 
and said that he meant to do his wife no injury. 
At the hearing he made the same plea. 

Ida Bell appeared and said that she did not 
think her husband intended to harm her. He 
was a Westerner, and was unfamiliar with 
the law concerning the carrying of deadly weap- 
ons Eustis was released on his own recogni- 
zance. His first act was to send his wife a basket 
of flowers and request another interview.

ION PIERS. 

NorFo tk, Va., Jan. 12.—Last night, while 
the Old Dominion Steamship Guyandotte was 
being unloaded at Newport News by men taken 
from Norfork for that purpose, the strikers made 
@ rush on the warehouse, broke open the 
door, and compelled the men to stop work and 
go on the ship. They then cut the lines and 
made:the ship leave the wharf, and, after 


bringing the men back to Norfolk, safled 
for West Point with part of the Newport 
News cargo on board. After this escapade 
the strikers opened a barrel of bonded whisky 
and drank to their hearts’ content, ending by 
burning a bath house of the Old Dominion Land 
Compauy. Three companies of muitia arrived 
at Newport News at 6 o’clock this morning, and 
are standing guard around the piers and forsome 
distance along the railroad entering the place. 
Everything has beéu quiet since the soldiers ar- 
rived. A meeting of the Knights of Labor was 
held at Newport News to-day, and they decided 
to ask for an advance of 5 cents instead of 10, as 
at tirst demanded. The railroad company will 
answer their overture to-morrow. 

This morning a train with nearly a hundred 
laborers from Albemarle County reached New- 
port News, and went to work moving freight 
under the protection of the State Guard, (a col- 
ored company,) from Richmond. During the 
day there were 200 hands at work on the 
wharves loading three steamers for Europe. 
Gen. Wickham, Vice-President of the Newport 
News and Mississippi Valley Railroad, had 
‘a talk with the strikers today. and 
told them that. they had stopped 
work without cause and without notice, 
causing @ blockade of the track by ears and im- 
peding the business of the:company. He said 
that all, with few exceptions, would be allowed 
to go to work at once if they wished to. There 
was plenty.of work, both tor them and for the 
new hands put on this morning. A striker in 
the erowd said:. ‘General, we will not go to 
work one by one. There are three men whom if 
Seed say go to: work we will obey and go in a 

ody. 

Gen. Wickham, in a positive manner, replied: 
“There are no three men in the United States 
who can put youto work on that pier without 
my consent. You ought to have manbood 
enough vot to permit any three men to influence 
you to stop work and tlhius starve not only your- 
selves, but your wives and children.”

BURDEN OF TAXATION 


A STRONG PLEA FOR REFORE 
IN THE TARIFF. 
JACKSON §8. SCHULTZ, We: We DAWSON, 


~ AND WILLIAM DORSHEIMER ADe 
DRESS A CROWDED MASS MEETING, 


A mass meeting of tariff reformers was 
held in the great hall of the Cooper Union last. 
evening. It was a meeting of sufficient magni- 
tude to convince even the most skeptical pro- 
tectionist that tariff reform is one of the live 
issues of the day. It was a meeting peculiar in 
many respects. The great audience, which tilled 
the hall so that a hundred or more people had to 
stand throughout the speaking, was fonr-fifths of 
it composed of the better class of working men 
and women, the thinkers as well as the bone and 
sinew of labor, good representatives of the men 
who make the best American citizens. 

Scattered about in the andience sitting with 
their workmen were merchants and manufact- 
urers, many of them accompanied by their 
wives. There were also the faces of men well 
Known in public life, like ex-Assistant United 
States Treasurer Thomas C. Acton and Charlea 
J. Canda, whe succeeded him, Frederick A. Kur- 
sheedt, Gustay Schwab, Capt. John Codman, G, 


Haven Putnam, R. R. Bowker, H. W. B: Howard, 
Cornelius Van Santvoord, ex-Gov. D. H. Cham- 
berlain, H. H. Boyesen, Orlando B. Potter, 
Horace Barnard, W. TT. Crosdale, Ira 
Bursley, Roger Foster, R. J. Moses, Assistant 
United States District Attorney Macgraue Coxe, 
Louis F. Post, George Hill, A. H. Spicer, Joseph 
¥. Byrne, William Taylor, and Edward P. le, 
Secretary of the New-York Free Trade Ciub, 
under whose auspices the meeting was hela to 
protest against the further taxation of materials 
necessary for American manufacturers. 

Everett P. Wheeler, President of the Ffee 
Trade Club, called the meeting to order, an- 
nouncing that it was called for the purpose of 
uniting in an appeal te Congress to grant relief 
to manufactures which are necessary to the 
continued prosperity of the country. ‘So far in 
advance of the average sentiment in the present 
Congress was the sentiment of the people of the 
country that it had become necessary for them 
to unite, throwing aside old party lines 
in this one instance in order to send 
to Congress men who should justly repre- 

. Sent this sentiment and insist upon such legis- 
lation as should relieve the masses of the burden 
ot taxation now maintaiued for the benefit of the 
few. An instance of how the tariff works to the 
disadvantage of the workingmen he met with the 
other day. A carpet manufacturer owning nine 
milismow running on short time had told him 
that if the tariff on carpet wools were removed 
he would be able run all his mills on full time 
and compete with foreigners in the markets 
of Australia and South America, a thing 
he could not do under-the present system. 
What the country must needed now was the re- 
moval of the tax on raw materials, which would 
at once result in the benefit of manufacturers 
and workmen alike, and give an outiet for sur- 
plus manufactured goods in countries from 
which the American manufacturer was now 
practically excluded. 

Mr. Wheeler then called upon the Hon. Jackson 
S. Schultz, ‘a man too well known to New-York- 
ers to need an introduction” to act as Chairman. 
On accepting the invitation Mr. Schultz said: 

“I suppose I- shall have to tell why I am 
here.’ [am @ Republican, and I have been told 
by the party leaders that Iam not ‘regular.’ L 
want to see who is regular and who is irregu- 
lar. Wecameinto the party as Free Soil Demo- 
crats, and we never yield to be called anything 
else? We joined hands for one purpose—to 
secure free soil and to abolish slavery. Beyond 
that there was no compact, and on the question 
of free trade we were as free then as now. 
am a free man on that subject of free trade. 
All know what that means. Some believe that 
there should be no Custom House, butI am not 
of that belief. Laminfavor of a revenue tariff 
as distinguished from a protective taritf—a tariff 
that admits, not a tariff that excludes. 

“The great effort of the last few years has 
been to get rid of the reserve, and now let us 
see how the statesmen propose to do it. A states: 
minan named Scott. from kLrie, Penn., wants te 
lean it to the banks at a nominal rate of interest. 
He could not have lived at the time we separat 
ed the banks from the Geverument and estab- 
lished the Sub-Treasury, and it is equally safe to 
say that he will not godown to posterity as @ 
very great statesman. Another one from oar 
State, whose name I will not mention, 
wants to abolish all duty on sugar, 
but . he wants to quiet the planters’, 
outcry by granting them bounties on the — 
of cane. They say that Germany has followe 
this plan successfully, but [submit that Ger- 
many did nothing so foolish as that, but paid 
bounties on exports only. Senator Chace, of 
Rhode Island, 8 Quakeriu religion, a strict tem- 

erance man, is willlug to take the tax off whis- 

y down to 30 cents a gallon, so thata man can 
drink all he basa mind to. This shows that @ 
high tariff man is ready to sacrifice every thing— 
friends, religion, morals, all—to his ideas. 

** Whenever protection is ed for itis alway¥ 
asked as tor labor. The question then arises, 
What percentage of protection goes tu the labor- 
er und what to the manufacturer? The truth ia 
that 1, 2, or 3 per cent. goes tothe laboring man. 
Mr. Hewitt’s idea that protection sheuld be 
limited to the difference between the price of 
labor here and abroad was correct. At present 
the average of protection is 42 per cent., of 
which 38 per cent. goes into the pocket of the 
mauufacturers, the balance to the laborer. 

‘““What makes hard times? They seem to be 
prosperous, yet looking into it it is seen that 
trade and tratiic are languishing. This is because 
we have no foreign market to send our goods fo, 
Now, I am ir the leather business, closely allied 
to the shoe business, and it isa fact that in this 
country we can make as many shoes in six 
months as we can sellin a year. While traveling 
abroad recently I came across, in Switzerland, a 
shoe which is made there for the South American 
trade.- I showed this shoe to some American 
manufacturers and they declared they could not 
make the shoes within 15 cents a pair of what 
the Swiss manufacturer did, and the shoe was 
made, as nineteen-twentieths of those wornin 
South America are, of pruvuella, on which there 
is a protective tax of 40 per cent. in this country. 
Of prunella factories there are just six in this 
country, and it would pay the people of this 
country to buy those factories and burn them up. 

“It is said by some that we bave no ships and 
that until we have an American marine we wll 
not be able tocompete with Great Britain and 
Germany for the trade of foreign lands. If ships 
were free and earried freights free we would not 
be ableto do so until the tariffis removed. Tf 
wanted to buy a portable engine lately and 
found that I could buy for$650 an English one, 
which was equal to an American one fer which 
I would have to pay $1,050. Now, the freight on 
such an engine from here to South America 
would be about $50, so you see thatfree ships 

would not help us. 

“ When we can get free trade we will be able 
to send Secuth America ail the manufactured 
goods they want there. They like American 
goods best, but the high price we put on our 
goods, by reason of our taritt, prevents us from 
selling’*them.” 

Mr. Sehultz then called upon H. B. B. Stapler 
no read the resolutions prepared.

“Our cotton growers look upon if as outrageous 
that they shall be taxed to the utmoston the 

roducts of their labor. Their cotton goes from 

hem a product on which they derive but little 
grees. and find that when it comes back in cloth 
‘or use itis yerny enhanced in value, As grow- 
ers they arein direct competition with cheap 
labor everywhere, and find no_ protection, 
although the manufacturer has all he wants. 
The South is not revolutionary. One revolution 
in a century is enough and too uch. It 
wants this revolution it asks for to be a‘peaceful 
one. It don’t believe a break-neck speed neces- 
sary in the payment of a national debt not yet 
due. When they have to pay 30 to 40 per ceni. 
for money to carry on their business they think 
it unnecessary that they should be needlessly 
taxed to pay a debt that may be carried on in- 
definitely at 3 or even 29 per cent. interest. 
What they want is that taxation shall be lim- 
ited to such as is necessary to carry on 
the Government, economically administered. 
They want to heip make the reunited Union of 
States a diadem from which no star is now or 
ever will be missing. A prosperous Union and a 
lasting ona. ‘Thay don't believe in the homeo- 
pathie system of tariff doctors who say that as a 

rotective tariff has made us poor, it may now 
Bo used to make us rich. We don’t want to pay 
for fivecakes of soap in orderto getfour; for 
three panes of glass to get two, or $1 75 for 
cloth in order to get a dollar’sworth. 

“Who will dare say to us that these taxes on 
necessaries must be removed and that on whisky 
and tobacco remain? If Virginia says so, and 
politicians say she must be satisfied in her de- 
mands or else be lost to the Democratic column 
of States, I say, as do our people, though Iam a 
good Democrat, ‘Let her go from that col- 
umn—iepart in peace to a better party, 
if she can (find one.’ Those taxes 
on tobacco and whisky are no morée 
war taxes than are those en imports. Though [ 
fought for four years in the Southern army and 
am proud of it, yet I am prouder of being an 
American citizen, and I voice the sentiments of 
the people of my section when I say, in connec- 
tion with this issue, never more shall any State 
or group of States be allowed to benefit them- 
selves by drawing apart at the expense of the 
rest of the American people. [Cheers and ap- 
piause. } a 

“Tt has been said that the abolition of the 
tariff on iron and coal would hurt those indus- 
tries in Alabama and Tennessee. It witl do 
nothing of the kind, for coal, iron, and lime- 
stone He elose at hand and-in such proximity 
that under no possible condition'could they fear 
er be injured by competition. The only trouble 
is the men interested in those enterprises 
have gone to work on Pennsylvania ideas 
as to profit, ideas that they must dis- 
abuse themselves of for the benefit of the 
whole people. The Southern sentiment 
and judgment is unalterably opposed to indus- 
trial slavery as itis to any other kind. We want 
no discarded industrial shackles of the North. 
We are a free people, black and white alike, and 
we want free trade anda fair show. The South 
has had enough of slavery and would not have 
it back at any price. I cannot tolerate the idea 
that any portion of our people would butcher 
the American ple’s interests to make an in- 
dustrial holiday for the benefit of afew.” _ 

in closing Capt. Dawson spoke most feelingly 
of the assistance so fr and nobly tendered to 
the people of the shaken city of Charleston 
when that people saw all hope about to fake 
flight. Then the brotherly hand of the North 
was stretched out to them to cheer, comfort, 
and assist them, and if there had lingered in the . 
breast of any a feeling of distrust or bitterness 
it fled forever. All wounds were healed by that 
act, hope came back to a frightened and almost 
erushed people, who now say earnestly and hon- 
estly as they speak of the reunited country: 
“Whom God hath joined together no man shall 
put asunder.” 

Henry George, who spoke next, had the cus- 
tomary ante-cleotion reception, and after apol- 
ogizing for whathe was going to say launched 
out inte a speech of the most egotistic character. 
“ T think this,” or “I’a do this,” studded every 
phrase in every sentence, and the little he had 
to say about favoring free trade was supple- 
mented by an egotistical harangue on the ex- 
eellence of his system and his ideas of tax- 
ation. 

The last speaker of the evening was ex-Lieut.- 
Goy. William Dorsheimer, who saiG: 

“ At last we have reached the place where Fed- 
eral taxation has become a practical question— 
one in which the people are interested. The- 
present system cannot continue because there 
will be no way to use the money after 
July 1, when the country will have paid 
all the national debt it has the option of 
paying. If taxes are not then reduced there 
l be no escape from the situation of a con 
stantly increasing hoardin the Treasury. Un- 
less Cengress gives adequate relief from the 
burdens of taxation there will come a financial 
crisis as sevore as any known in the history of 
the country, a crisis not caused by speculation, 
overtrading, or overmanufacture, but because 
the Government fails to relieve the people of 
axation which is unnecessary for the operations 
of the Government. 

“The practical question before us is, What 
taxes are to be taken off?’ The speaker did not 
want them all removed. Although a Democrat he 
was opposed to removing the tax from whisky 
and tobacco, but wanted it taken off the things the 
people wear and eat, the fuel which the climate 
makes necessary, the clothing of the children, 
and the tools of the farmer and the workingman. 
He would have the country freein that whatever 
was needed by the poorest man in the land for 
shelter and maintenance for himself, his wife, 
aud children, and his industries, should be un- 
taxed, as they are in other lands otherwise not 
so blessed as this. 

The readiness with which some people were 
declaring in favor of removing the tax from 
liquor and tobacco was because they did not 
want to have them removed from other articles 
in whose manufacture they are interested. All 
that was necessary now was for the people, who 
had awakened, to keep awake, and to listen to 
the counsel and mpzors the efforts of those 
who were ableto fight the evil which they had 
met to consider. 

The Chairman then announced that letters of 
regret had been received from the Hon. Perry 
Belmont and Col. John R. Fellows, whose names 
were on the listof speakers. The resolutions 
were then adopted and the meeting adjourned.

MR. POOLE AS A MODEL NURSE, 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Jan. 12.—_Samuel W. 
Poole, a salesman for D, H. Baldwin & Co., was 
arrested yesterday on a warrant sworn out by 
Dr. Cowin, whose office is at Nineteenth and 
Market streets, charging disorderly conduct. 
Mr. Poole, it seems, interested himself in mission 
work among the lower classes, and is connected 
as a worker with the Highway Mission. Nearly 
nine wéeks ago he was told of a woman, Mrs. 
Lovell by name, who was lying very sick at 
Eighteenth and Congress streets and without 
attention. He went to the house, installed him- 
se\f as nurse, and proceeded to run things at the 


house in bis own way. The physician charges 
that Poole drove every one away 
from the rooms, frefused to give the 
woman the medicine prescribed, and in other 
ways so conducted himself as to call for criticism. 
The doctor remonstrated with Poole and told 
him the women should have a female nurse, that 
it was not proper for him to stay there alone, 
and above all things that the medicine should 
be given as directed. Poole drove the physician 
from the house, and that gentleman had to se- 
cure the assistance of two policemen in order to 
get into thej patient’sjroom. Yesterday, when 
Dr. Cowin called, Poole assaulted him, kicking 
him down etairs. The physician escaped and 
swore out a warrant. At the station house 
Poole gave bond and was released. He is the 
nephew of John Poole, formerly United States 
Senator from North Carolina, and is said to have 
veen an inmate of the Anchorage Asylum.

The total cost to the city dealers, including 
freight charges paid,is estimated for 1885 at 
$8,169,300 and for 1886 at $8,774,400. The 
price paid per quart varied according to the 
supply from time to time, but averaged, as indi- 
cated by the Milk Exchange bulletins and plat- 
form sales, a fraction under 3 cents per quart 
for full milk, and in proportion for ¢ream and 
condensed milk. The milk producers, however, 
realized an average, after deducting freight 
charges, of less than 2 cents a quart, or an ag- 
gregate, in round numbers, of $6,500,000 gan 
yeat.

STRIKING AT MORMONISM 


THE HOUSE PASSES THE AN- 
TI-POLYGAMY BILL. 
TUCKER’S MEASURE SUBSTITUTED 
FOR THAT OF MR. EDMUND8—A DIS- 
GRACEFUL ROW IN THE SENATE. 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 12.—To the great as- 
tonishment of almost everybody who had at- 
tended the session of the House this afternoon 
to hear the discussion upon the Anti-Polygamy 
bill, that measure—the House substitute for the 
Senate bill—was passed without a division and 
without so much as a demand for a roll call, 
The speeches for the bill were short, while those 
in opposition to it were long and were all made 
from the Democratic side. After Mr. Taylor, of 
Ohio, had opened the debate, Mr. Caine, the Dele- 
gate from Utah, spoke at length in praise of the 
patriotism, piety, and thrift of his people, who 
had made a desert to blossom as a garden of 
flowers, and denounced the bill as‘an oppressive 
and enslaving one, directed against a law-abid- 
ing and peace-loving people. Mr. Bennett, of 


North Carolina, who opposed the bill, is a loud- 
voiced, vehement orator, who sometimes flung 
his books about to the imminent peril of his 
neighbors, and who considered the bill as un- 
necessary, upon the assurances of the Interior 
Department and the Utah Commission that the 
Edmunds law was successfully enforced, and an 
extraordinary percentage of convictions ob- 
tained under it. Mr. Reid, who  fol- 
lowed Mr. Bennett, did not consume much 
time, but he spoke very effectively. He regarded 
the right of the Government over the Territories 
as complete, and while he favored local sélf- 
government he denied the tight of people to set 
up in Territories such claims as the Mormons 
had asserted to establish a hierarchy that was 
not only a church but a gs Mr. Caswell, of 
Wisconsin, who expressed his unwillingness to 
oppress the. Mormons, and his belief in the bill, 
was followed by Mr. Tucker, who closed the de- 
bate. Mr. Bennett, who had opposed the bill, 
had referred to @ speech of Mr. Tucker’s, made 
years ago, in which he had opposed an anti- 
polygamy bill as unconstitutional. Mr. Tucker 
was not, he said, embarrassed by that speech. 
If he had held any doubt about the power 
under the Constitution to deprive the residents 
of a Territory of the right to vote, the Supreme 
Court had removed that doubt by deciding that 
Congress had that power. The bill had been very 
carefully considered, and if he did not believe it 
was a good bill he would not net it. Every 
member who knew how patiently and critically 
he had examined the bill in committee when it 
was under consideration, and many members 
who did not know that but who regard Mr. 
Tucker as a difficult lawyer to convince, wero 
unquestionably influenced by the speech and 

repared for the easy passage of the bill that 
oliowed. Itis the opinion of members of the 
Judiciary Committee that the Senate will accept 
the bill as amended. 

The pill as passed makes the lawful husband 
or wife of any person prosecuted for bigamy, po- 
lygamy, or unlawful cohabitation, a competent 
witness against the accused, and further pro- 
vides for the registration of all marriages, mak- 
ing ita misdemeanor for any person to violate 
the provisions relative to such registration. It 
annuls all territorial laws providing for the 
identification of the votes of electors at 
any election, and alsoall laws conferring on the 
Territorial courts the power to determine divorce 
cases, and abolishes womon suffrage in the Terri- 
tory of Utah. Penalties are prescribed for un- 
lawful intercourse and polygamy is defined as a 
matriage between one person of one sex and 
more than one person of another sex, and is de- 
clared to be a felony. The financial corporations 
known as the Church of Latter Day Saints and 
the Perpetual Emigration Fund Company are 
dissolved, and the Attorney-General is di- 
rected to wind them up by process of 
court; and all laws for the organization of 
the militia of the Territory and the creation of 
the Nauvoo Legion are annulled. Polygamists 
are made ineligible to vote, and a test oath is pre- 
scribed to all persons desiring to vote that they 
will obey the laws of the United States and 
especially the laws in respect to the crimes de- 
fined in this and the original Edmunds act. The 
bill provides for the immediate appointment by 
the President of all Judges and Selectmen of the 
County and Probate Courts, and by the Governor 
of all Justices of the Peace, Sheriffs, constables, 
and other county and district officers.

Senators who opposed the resolution of the 
Foreign Relations Committee concerning nego- 
tiations with Nicaragua for concessions for the 


construction of an inter-oceanic canal by this 
Government, which was adopted in secret ses- 
sion by the Senate yesterday, had an opportunity 
to renew their opposition to the proposition to- 
day, and they did soin a way that made things 
very lively for a couple ofhours. The resolution 
passed yesterday was in such shape that another 
resolution was necessary to authorize its trans- 
mission to the President as an _ offi- 
cial expression of the will of the 
Senate. The resolution was offered to-day 
after all outsiders had been carefully excluded 
from the Chamber and the doors closed and 
locked. As the original resolution had gone 
through by a large majority, Mr. Edmunds was 
a littie surprised when, instead of being adopted 
without debate and as a matter of course, the 
proposal to inform the President that the Senate 
wanted him to negotiate with the Nicaraguan 
Government was fairly jumped upon by certain 
Senators, with the result of plunging the Senate 
into another hot discussion of the whole subject. 
This timo the friends of Capt. Eads and 
his Tehuantepec ship railway plan took the 
lead in opposition to the proposal. They had 
not said much before Mr. Edmunds, who finds it 
hard to be patient when opposed, was provoked 
into using some rather earnest language re- 
garding the motives of the Eads Senators. Such 
men as Messrs. Vest and Cockrell, who are very 
warm friends of Capt. Eads, were not disposed 
to submit to any reflections from the Vermont 
Senator, and they told him so in language quite 
as vigorous as he had used. Then other friends of 
the Mississippi jetty builder took a hand in the 
war of words, and the wrangle continued until 
Senators on both sides of the chamber became 
so excited that they used language unfit for pub- 
lication. A dozen Senators talked and shouted 
at each other at the same time, free from the re- 
straint of visitors in the galleries, and oaths and 
strong epithets were thrown out more than once. 
The disgraceful scene lasted until an angry 
Western Senator exclaimed with astring of oaths 
that he would not stand that sort of thing any 
longer and left the chamber. Then the Senators 
sobered down long enough to postpone action 
upon the notification resolution and adjourn. 
This leaves the Senators a chance for another 
row the next time they go into secret session. 


The rumor that Mayor Hewitt was dead and 
the report contradicting the rumor followea 
each other to Washington very closely this 


morning, the first having scarcely become a 
subject of discussion before the second was re- 
ceived. The false report caused something of a 
sensation, striking every one more impressively 
than the other recent announcements of the 
kind, for the reason that it was only a few days 
ago that Mr. Hewitt was in his place in the 
House and in the Ways and Means Committee 
apparently in about his usual health. The 
Speaker received an assuring dispatch about 
noon, and the positive statement that Mr. Hewitt 
was improving was received with expressions of 

leasure by his friends on both sides of the 
Bouse of Reptesentatives. 


The conferrees on the part of the two houses of 
Congress to-day reached a formal agreemen on 
the Electoral Count bill, and expect to present 


their reports to-morrow. The amendments of 
the House to the bill are meget af adopted 
by the conference, and the ag changes 
made in the text are in the nature of more defi- 
nite statements touching the exclusive right of 
the States to determine what Electoral returns 
shall be presented to Congress. Whatis known 
as the Oates amendment was also accepted by 
the Senate conterrees. The effect of this amend- 
ment is to strike out of the Senate bill the clause 
which allowed the President of the Senate to an- 
nounce the namefof the successful candidate and 
contine his functions to the mere announcement 
of the state of the yote, which will be regarded 
as sufficient to indicate the result. 

Congressman Farquhar, who is leading the 
union printers in their efforts to prevent the con- 
firmation of Mr. Benedict as Public Printer, made 


an argument to-day before the Senate Commit- 
tee on Printing, in which he defined a “ practical 
printer” as one who had served a regular ap- 
prenticeship at the trade. Mr. Farquhar told the 
committee that he was the man who prepared 
the original bill providing for a Public Printer, 
and he thought he knew what the bill meant. 
Mr. Benedict had himself said that he never 
served an apprenticeship, and the Buffalo Con- 
gcressman thought that was all the evidence the 
committee necded to induce it to recommend his 
rejection. Mr. Farqubar assured the committee 
that he represented 30,000 members of typo- 
graphical unions in opposition to the Public 
Printer. Several members of the local printers’ 
union were on hand to second Mr. Farquhar’s 
arguments. The committee listened to all they 
had to say and then adjourned without deciding 
what report it would make to the Senate. Mr. 
Benedict's friends are confident that his man- 
agement of the peinting office since last Summer 
will be regarded by the Senate as evidence that 
he is enough of a practical printer to meet all 
the requirements of the law. 


The Secretary of the Navy has given Passed 
Assistant Paymaster L. A. Yorke until the 26th 
of this month to show why the recommendation 
of the board which examined him for promotion 
should not be Sporored. The papers in the case 
have all been placed at the disposal of himself 
and counsel. The most serious obstacles in his 
way are the charges preferred against him by 
his father-in-law, to the effect that he had aban- 
doned his wife and cruelly treated her. The 
board, after hearing the charges, decided that 
Paymaster Yorke was “‘ morally unfit for the serv- 
ice,” and after the usual technical examination 
also declared him to be “ professionally unfit for 
the service.” Paymaster Yorke has many 
friends outside the service, and, some 
of them peing influential, the Sec- 
retary was persuaded to give Yorke another 
ebance, and ordered the board to reconvene for 


urpose of reconsidering its action. The 
board met, but only resubmitted its conclusion 
that Paymaster Yorke was‘ morally and pro- 
fessionally unfit for the service.” The members 
of the board, however, in respect to the wishes 
of Secretary Whitney, suggeated that the board 
adjourn for afew weeks in order that Yorke might 
prepare his defense. The board ts so unanimous 
in the belief that its first recommendation was 
right that it will probably be difficult to change 
the conviction of any one of its members. If 
their report on the case is approved Paymaster 
Yorke will be retired from the service,

Judge-Advocate-General Swaim, who is serv- 
ing outalong suspension from duty, has been 
given to understand that the President will not 


consider his application for a reopening of his. 
case, His friends hope to prevent the nomina- 
tion and confirmation of a successor, which 
would have the effect of legislating Swaim out of 
office and depriving him of pay. He frequently 
visits his former office and consults with Acting 
Judge-Advocate-General Leiber about its busi- 
ness. It is understood that he regards his rein- 
statement as hopeless, and his friends say that 
this belief, together with financial embarrass- 
meut, is likely to break down his health, 


The statement that Lieut. W. A. Glassford, of 
the Signal Corps, was about to be tried by court- 
martial, which was printed early this week and 


afterward denied, had more foundation than was 
at first supposed. Lieut. Glassford 1s the young 
officer whom Chief Signal Officer Hazen has en- 
deavored to annoy with more than his usual 
vindictiveness. It appears that Glassford had 
some money transactions with a man in San 
Francisco who knew of the disagreement be- 
tween Hazen and the young officer, and thought 
a good thing could be made out of Glassford 
by crowding him a little. He threatened to 
report Glassford to the Chief Signal Officer, and 
Glassford invited him to do so. The charges 
came, and Gen. Hazen, it is said, was deter- 
mined to treat his assistant to a little military 
justice. Capt. Greely, however, advised that 
the character of the man preferring the charges 
be inquired into before Glassford was subjected 
toatrial. The inquiry developed the fact that 
the accuser was not worthy of belief, and the 
War Department then stepped in to say that a 
trial upon charges preferred by such a person 
would be a needless expense.

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MANAGING THE RAILWAYS 


JAY GOULD ON THE INTER- 
STATH COMMERCE BILL. 
FAVORING IT IF MADE LESS AMBIGU- 
OUS, ESPECIALLY AS TO THE LONG 

AND SHORT HAUL CLAUSE. 

St. Louis, Jan, 12.—Jay Gould, aecom- 
panied by A. L. Hopkins, of New-York, and 
General Manager Clark, started this morning 
for an extended tour of inspection of his rail- 
road properties, going first to Texas. In an in- 
terview last evening with a representative of 
the Globe-Democrat, Mr. Gould confirmed the 
statements that arrangements are in progress to 
practically abolish the arbitrary bridge tolls here 
and to operate the bridge so that its revenue 
shall barely cover its fixed charge. When this ar- 
rangement will be perfected Mr. Gould could 


not state, but he said that it would be in the near 
future. 


He also said that General Manager Olark had 
been authorized to call for plans for a new union 
station from local architects, and that during the 
coming year he hoped to see the building com- 
pleted. It is tobe situated between Twelfth 
and Fourteenth streets. It will be 600 feet long, 
with east and west entrances, of sufficient width 


to cover all the tracks in the present yards. It 
will be a structure of modern architecture, em- 
bracing all the late improvements, and is 
to cost upward of $1,000,000. Mr. Gould 
also discussed surface and elevated tracks to 
enable the Irop Mountain Road to reach the 
Union Station, and expressed a preference for 
the former, and stated that the Municipal As- 
sembly would be again petitioned for the privilege 
of laying a track from the present station of the 
Tron Mountain at Fourth-street and Chouteau- 
avenue to the Union Station. He thought well 
of the project to establish extensive stock yards 
in the western suburbs of the city. He said he 
was considering plans for the extension of the 
Missouri Pacitic into Colorado, but while nothing 
had been done definitely, a number of extensions 
and feeders willbe built during the year, and 
probably as many lines of road added to the sys- 
tem in 1887 as in 1886. ; 

When asked his opinion of the Inter-State Com- 
merce bill, he said: “I am in favor of it, provid- 
ed it is revised and made clear, which the origin- 
al billis not. Tbe long and short haul clause is 
especially ambiguous, and I see that Senator 
Cullom has taken occasion to explain and en- 
deavor to make it clear. If the bill is as he 
claims, its intents and purposes should have 
been clearly defined at first, rendering such an 
explanation unnecessary. When the bill once 
becomes a law, and the railroads of the country 
are compelled to work under its regulations, 
they must actintelligently. The long and short 
haul clause, as traffic men interpret it, 
amounts to a practical exclusion of the products 
of the far West from the markets of the East. 
While it will have a damaging effect upon the 
West it will be an advantage to many of the 
Eastern States, and Ohio and Indiana farmers 
will be benefited by it. The section of the bill 
making its violation a penal offense is decidedly 
ambiguous. That clause will have a most detri- 
mental ¢ffect upon the West, where there will be 
a clamor for its repeal.

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CONSTITUTIONAL DEFECTS. 


SIMON STERNE TELLS A HARLEM CLUB 
ABOUT THEM. 


The members of the Harlem Democratic 


Club listened to an address by Mr. Simon Sterne 
last eveningin the rooms of the organization, 
No. 59 East One Hundred and Twenty-fifth- 
street. The subject was,“ What Amendments 
are Imperatively Required and Should be Pro- 
posed for Adoption by the Constitutional 
Convention of this State of 1887?’ The speaker 
thought home government one of the most im- 
portant questions, and one that was at present 
occupying the minds of the publicin general. 
He cited several instances where heavy bur- 


dens had heen placed on the taxpayers of 
this city by legislation in Albany, and 
he was under the impression that some 
check ought to be put on work of this 
character. In 18382, be said, the railroads run- 
ning from the Grand Central Station entered 
into an agreement with the city. whereby it was 
agreed that if it was found necessary to build a 
viaduct they would do it at their own expense. 
A number of lives were lost by neglect at the 
different crossings between Forty-second-street 
and the Harlem River. and about 1872 steps 
were taken to compel the roads to fulfill their 
contract. 

The Board of Aldermen, to the surprise of 
everybody, passed a resolution agreeing to pay 
$4,000,000 toward the building of the structure. 
This was vetoed by Mayor A. Oakey Hall, but 
the railroad men, determined to carry out their 
scheme, took the matter to the Legislature. A 
bill was passed compelling the already over- 
burdened taxpayers to subscribe the $4,000,000. 
This he assured his hearers was only one of hun- 
dreds of unjust and unfair bills passed by the 
legislators at the State capital. 

Another question, said Mr. Sterne that ought 
to be pushed forward is the public presentation 
of bills before they ,are argued on the floor of 
the Assembly. His suggestion on this subject is 
that the Governor, Secretary of State, and the 
Controlier form a Cabinet on a similar basis to 
that used in England and scrutinize every Dill. 
This would tend to defeat the schemes of cor- 
raps legislators and balk the design of lobbyists. 

he speaker was also impressed with the idea 
that minority reports should be given more at- 
tention. At present, he said, the party in the 
minority is almost ignored, and steps ought to be 
taken to remedy the defect. 


RAILROAD TRAINS WRECKED.

CHARGED WITH THE LIGHT BRIGADR. 
Charles H. McKenzie, who was familiarly 

known as Balaklava McKenzie, and who was one 

of the 195 survivors of the famous charge of the 

Light Brigade at the battle of Balaklava, died 

yesterday morning in the sixty-fifth year of his 


age, at his residence at One Hundred and Twen- 
ty-ninth-street, at Fifth-avenue. Mr. McKenzie 
was born in London, the son of an English sol- 
dier. As a boy he enlisted in the Sixth Carbi- 
neers. At the breaking out of the Crimean war 
he volunteered from the Carbineers to the Seven- 
teenth Lancers, who were ordered at once to the 
— and took part in the charge of Oct. 25, 

854, 

After the close of the Crimean war he re- 
turned to London with his regiment, and 
was again ordered with it on foreign serv- 
ice in India at the time of the 
mutiny in 1857. He came to _ this 
country in 1861,and at the opening of the re- 
bellion was induced to enlist in the United States 
Navy. He served all through the war, and was 
under Farragut and. Porter in some of their 
famous fights. At the close ofthe rebellion Mr. 
McKenzie accepted a position on the police force 
of; New-York City, in which he served faithfully 
until retired last June with a pension of $600a 
year. Mr. McKenzie had many medals which had 
been conferred on him for service and bravery at 
different times. Two medals were from the 
Queen, for service in the Crimea and India; one 
was given him by certain citizens of New-York 
for brave action in 1874 while policeman. Mr. 
McKenzie leaves a widow, but no children, 
Farnham Post No. 458 G. A. R., of which the 
dead man was a member, willtake charge of the 
funeral, whica will take place Saturday.

HIS DEMAND TO PRESIDE OVER 
THE INDIANA SENATE. 

THE DEMOCRATS CONTINUE THEIR REVO- 
LUTIONARY METHODS AND IGNORE 
THE LIEUTENANT-GOVERNOR. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 12.—When the Senate 
met at 10 o'clock this morning the galleries were 
tilled and there was anu expectation that some- 
thing was likely to occur at any moment. 
Immediately after the reading of the minutes 
Senator Smith made the tollowing statement: 
“Thave seen by the city papers that Senator 
Harrison had been denied admission to the Sen- 
ate chamber. If that be true the Chair regrets 
it very much, If the Senator had called my 
attention to the fact the Senator would have 
been admitted with his friends. Senator Harri- 
son is entitled to the freedom of the Senate floor, 
as far asthe Senatoris concerned and as far 
as every Democratic Senator is concerned, and 
when he appears he shall be admitted, he and his 
friends.” 

Mr. Smith desired to send one of the Senators 
to Gen. Harrison with an apology, but some 
Democrats opposed it, and it was not done. 
Smith’s statements called forth some discussion, 
during which Senator Thompson, of Marion, said 
that United States Senators were out of their 
places when they presented themselves at the 
door of the State Senate, and that they ought to 


be in Washington attending to the duties to 
which they were assigned Y the Legfslature. 
Senator Winter wanted to know whether the 
rules excluding everybody but Senators and 
officers were made for the Republican minority 
only or for the entire Senate. If the rule means 
what it says Senator Voorhees should not have 
been admitted on Friday last, and if the rule is 
not to be taken at its word, then Senators Har- 
rison and Voorhees should be treated alike and 
each admitted. 

The condition in which the Senate Chamber is 
kept by the Democrats is shown by an incident 
that Occurred toward the close of the morning 
session. Senator Demotte, an ex-member of the 
National House of Representatives, took the 
tloor and expressed himself vigorously about 
the doorkeepers. He said they would neither 
let him in nor out. He said he had found armed 
men in the Senate, and that he had been watched 
as if he was an Anarchist’s bomb, ready to ex-

plode. 

President Smith—I will instruct the door- 
oe to permit the Senator to pass in and out 
at will. 

Seuator Demotte—I regret that you haven't 
the control of the matter. 

Senator Drake developed the Republican tac- 
tics by presenting @ motion that the Chairman 
appoint a committee of two to escort the Lieu- 
tenant-Goveruor, then present, to his chair. In 
support of his motion Senator Drake said that 
Col. Robertson had been lawfully elected, the 
votes had been counted legally, and to deny him 
the right to preside would be to turn the hands 
of the clock backward and to inaugurate revolu- 
tionary methods. The motion was ruled out of 
order, and Senator Campbell thereupon pre- 
sented to the Senate Lieut.-Gov. Robertson's for- 
mal claim in writing to the office of the Presi- 
dency of the Senate as Lieutenant-Governor. 
The Démocrats attempted to have this rejected 
without reading, and a heated discussion ensued, 
in which a number of the Democratic Senators 
said that they would not be parties to any such 

roceedings. Finally the demand was read, 

emocrats as well as Republicans calling for it. 
It was ag follows: 
To the Indiana Senate: 

GENTLEMEN: I have the honor to inform you that 
having taken the oath of office, which is hereto 
attached, am in possession of the office of Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of the State of Indiana, am 
able to attend your sessions, and ready to enter 
upon the constitmtional fonctions prescribed in 
section 2 of Article V. of the State Constitution 
to wit, to be President. of the Senate, with ali 
the rights and duties in said section provided; 
that B oy haye, in my judgment, wrongfully 
excluded and prevented me from exercising 
that function and duty of my office. Against this 
your action, I do hereby most earnestly protest an 
remonstrate, and respectfully demand my rights. 

R. 8. ROBERTSON, Lieutenant-Governor. 

Acopy of the oath of office which had been 
administered by Judge Walker was attached. 
After being read by a party vote the communi- 
cation was rejected, and this ended the scene for 
the morning. This afternoon Senator Winter 
presented a protest of the Republican Senators 
against the illegal and revolutionary proceed- 
ings of the first day in the organization of 
the Senate, and a protest will also be pre- 
sented against the action of the Senate in re- 
jecting the communication of Lieut.-Gov. Rob- 
ertson, and in that manner it will go upon the 
records. 

The Democratic Senate developed its purpose 
to oust such Republican Senators as may be nec- 
essary by referring papers in six contested seats 
to the committee. These include two cases from 
Cass and from Tippecanoe, where the Demo- 
cratic contestants would have nothing to do 
whatever with the proceedings. In no case is 
there @ majority less than nearly 400, but the 
contests were filed immediately after the elec- 
tion, wy order of the Democratic State Central 
Committee. It is clear that the nye is 
not satisfled with the situation in which the 
have placed themselves. Mr. Smith’s proposi- 
tion to go into the courts is evidence of this, but 
not the only evidence. The Republican position 
is so strong that the Democracy cannot hope to 
turn it by the methods adopted. There is no be- 
clouding the fact that all that has been aone 
thatis not in accordance with the statutes has 
been committed by the Democracy upon the 
ground that the Republicans were about to adopt 
revolutionary proceedings and that it was neces- 
sary to forestall them. 

That the Democracy is not satisfled with the 
present condition of things is further evidenced 
by the determination reached in caucus to in- 
stitute proceedings against Robertson and com- 
pel him to show cause why he lays claim to the 

ieutenant-Governorship. These proceedings 
were instituted this evening, on behalf of Smith 
asking for an injunction against Robertson, and 
for a writ of ouster. The complaint is in the 
Circuit Court and will be called up to-morrow, 
the Judge adjourning court in a neighboring 
county to be here. The Republicans have at no 
time interposed the slightest objection to such 
proceedings, though they decline to begin them. 

Congressman Bynum, who has returned to 
Washington, says in an interview: “It looks as 
if we were going to be beaten. Theonly way te 
defeat the Republicans is for the Democratic 
members of the House of Representatives to re- 
sign and gohome and break a quornm. [ am 
afraid our chances are waning. You see the Re- 
publicans have a precedent to go upon, just such 
@ one as will send Ben Harrison back to the 
Senate from Indiana. Senator Butler, of South 
Carolina, was elected to the United States Senate 
by a minority of the State Senate and the House 
of Representatives, and he was given his seat by 
the unanimous vote of the Democrats and three 
or four Republican Senators. Now the Repub- 
licans of Indiana propose to send Ben Harrison 
there with just such a title as that upon which 
Senator Butler was seated.” ~ 

There is nothing new in the Senatorial situa- 
tion. Both parties are holding caucuses to-night. 
The Democrats have called their nominating 
caucus for to-morrow night. No date has been 
fixed by the Republicans.

FATHER FIIZGERALDS SsvUIT. 


DAMAGING EVIDENCE AS TO HIs IM- 
MORAL CHARACTER. 


Boston, Jan. 12.—The feature of the ex 
Clesiastical suit to-day was the admixture of 
weak and strong evidence presented by the de- 
fense. Of the latter description was the very 
damaging evidence adduced of the immorality 
of Father Fitzgerald. Police officers and others 
testified to the bad character of the house on 
Hawkins-street visited by the priest, and con- 
siderable testimony was taken relative to Mr.

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RAILROADS OF THE STATE. 


A GOOD YEAR FOR THE BUSINESS O02 
THE ROADS. 

ALBANY, Jan. 12.~According to the fourth an 
nual report of the Board of Railroad Commissioners 
for the fiscal year which ended on Sept. 30, 1886, 
last year was fairly profitable for the railroads of 
the State. The depression seemed to have reached 
low-water mark at the close of the previous fiscal 
year. Thetide turned in the Autumn of 1885 and 
steadily rose. The improvement is credited largely 
to the formation of the trunk line traffic agreement 
and to the lease of West Shore by the New-York Cen: 
tral and Hudson River Railroad Company. The 


hysical condition of the railroads shows a marked 
mprovement over 1885. Of this the board.is cer- 
tain, as its inspection of railroads and bridges is 
constant and sharp. There are 3,500 bridges in the 
State, and the attention of railroad managers is 
called tothe fact that train loads are sometinres 
heavier than bridges are expected to bear, though 
they may be able to bear more than the strain for 
which they have been tested. 

The board's efforts to secure better car ventilation 
have not been successful. The ignorance and indif- 
ference manifested on this subject it characterizes 
as astonishing. The ret advises the adoption of 
uniformity of rules and signalsin the o tion of 
State roads. Some hope is entertained that such a 
result will be achieved by the Master Mechanics” 
Association at its meeting on April13. It alse in- 
tends to recommend a code of rules for the move- 
ment of trains iy 4 telegraphic orders. The board 
credits itself with having instigated the desire for 
the needed reform. 

The board “records with pleasure” the voruntarr 
action of the elevated railroads of New-York City 
in reducing the fare from 10 to 5 cents. It advises 
the Legislature to insure as cheap fares as are 
consistent with the best service to the public and 
justice to the roads. “The very small margin,” the 
report adds, “‘upon which trade and commerce is 
now transacted makes demands for cheap freight im- 
perative.” ss 

Considerable stress is laid upon the fact that ship- 
ments by canal showed a marked increase last year, 
This is due, the board thinks, to the rise in rail 
freight rates and the large increase in the amount of 
gram shipped to the seaboard. The increase in 
freight carried by the trunk lines last year over 1885 
was only 152.297 pounds, while the canals carried 
5,293,982 pounds, against 4,731,784 for 1885. 

The Welland Canal showed an increase of aur 
cent. over 1885, a significant fact as affectin e 
commerce of the United States, the board states. 
The depth of the Welland Canal is given as 22 feet, 
which is to be increased, while the depth of the Erie 
Canal is only 7 feet.. The ‘Legislature is requested 
to make a note of the difference. 

Fatal accidents during the year show an increase 
of 92 over those of 1885. Several pages of the report 
are occupied with a description of them and the man- 
ner in which they occurred. During the year the 
board disposed of 20 “references” to the Governor, 
the Le islature, and its committees, against 5 for 
1885 he report refers to the failure of Congtess to 
regulate inter-State commerce, and designates the 
lack of such a law “a constant source of em 8S~ 
ment to the commission.’ The Legislature of 1886 
yassed only one of the bills recommended by the 
Eeendl. that limiting the compensation of Receivers. 
Reference is made to some weak points in the Gen- 
eral Railroad act. The board thinks stockholders 
should have a stronger voice than they appear te 
have in the management of railroads.

A NOLED ORIMINAL DEAD, 


JAMES DUNMUNWAY, MURDERER AND 
BURGLAR, DIES IN PRISON. 

PROVIDENCE, R.1., Jan. 12.—In Septem- 
ber, 1881, a series of daring burglaries was com- 
mitted in this city, among the robberies being 
that of the Providence Athenwum, from which 
institution some valuable pictures were stolen. 
The reports of the depredations came thick and 
fast, but the police did not obtain a positive clue 
as to the identity of the marauders until one 
night in that month, when a patrolman discov- 
ered that some one was prowling about in the 
store occupied by F. A. Paige & Co., corner of 
South Main and College streets. A search- 
ing party entered the store and exam- 


ined every nook and corner and in the 
“building next oining, at the foot of 
a dark staircase, iound two men, one young 
and well dressed, the other old and very respect- 
ably appearing. They were taken to the Central 
Police Station, where the gray-headed man gave 
the name of James Dunmunway. The other 
prisoner was found to be the scion of an emi- 
nently respectable family, living almost in the 
heart of the city. He had been prone to travel 
in fast company for some time, but was not_be- 
lieved to be capable of engaging in crime. Both 
meu were bound over to the following Decei- 
ber term of the Court of the Common Pleas 





and were committed to’ await the action 
of the Grand Jury. Both were indict- 
ed on several counts—as the theft of 


the Athunwum pictures and the several burglaries 
were traced to them throngh the agency of De- 
tective Parker, who found the missing pictures 
in New-York City. A Providence pawnbroker 
named Herbert W. Phillips was believed to be 
connected with these men, and the confession of 
one them confirmed the suspicions of the au- 
thorities. But as no corroborative evidence 
could be obtained the broker, now deceased, was 
not indicted, although he furnished the tools 
with which the Athenzum was broken into, 

When the prisoners were arraigned, on Jan. 
1882, the young man was sentenced to 10 years’ 
imprisonment at Cranston. Dunmunway was 
then called to the bar. His neatly fitting black 
suit, his almost snow white hair, and his sancti- 
monious countenance gave him the appearance 
of a steady-going Deacon. The Attorney-Gen- 
eral had succeeded during the interim between 
the prisoner's arrest and his appearance to plead 
to the indictments in securing evidence that 
Dunmunway was a graceless scamp, a deep- 
dyed criminal, and the murderer of a policeman 
at Cincinnati. Dunmunway, with tears stream- 
ing down his face, protested that he had been 
terribly misrepresented. He was not the villain 
that he had been painted bythe Attorney-General; 
he was not a base criminal; true, he had shot an 
officer, buf he had done so to save the honor of 
his daughter. For her sake he had been sen- 
tenced to seven years’ imprisonment for man- 
slaughter, and after serving two years had been 
pardoned by a gracious Governor. All that he 
asked was for mercy, and that his gray hairs 
might not be long disgraced in a felon’s cell, be- 
cause ina moment of thoughtlessness he had 
been led to engage in crime. The deluge of tears, 
the broken voice and faltering tongue touched 
the heart of the presiding Judge, and Dunmun- 
way was given a sentence of seven years only. 

Dunmunway was doomed to appear once more 
in the court, for in the following Summer he 
made a violentassault upon two fello w-prisoners 
named William Wright, alias ‘‘Roaring Bill,” a 
notorious New-York sueak thief and sleeping 
car “ worker,” and Asa Coon, Dunmunway was 
avery troublesome prisoner, inclined to resist 
ail attempts at discipline and shirked his work 
whenever possible. Finally, to avoid labor and 
to get into the insane department, where he could 
live in comparative ease and idleness, he 
shammed lunacy, and one day while at work in 
the shoe shop of the prigon seized a broad-faced 
hammer and struck Wright and Coon a number 
of savage blows on the head, nearly succeeding in 
killing Coon, At the September term of the Court 
of Common Pleas in 1882 Dunmunway was in- 
dicted for an assault with a dangerous weapon, 
His plea was insanity, and his alleged form of 
mania was of a most base species. But he was 
very cunningly trapped and thwarted, and on 
Sept. 7 was given an addition sentence of two 
years. Dunmunway now became excessively 
surly and sullen. Herefused to work or obey 
any of the rules of the institution, and was or- 
dered to be keptin solitary confinement, and to 
exist on the satisfying but rather monotonous 
diet of bread and water. Even this did not break 
his iron will, for he was content to be closed up 
away from the sight of his fellow-men for 
months and months. 

About two months ago he professed to have 
experienced religion, and indicated his inten- 
tion to live a better, more humble, and obedient 
life. So wary had the officers at the prison be- 
come on his account that but little faith was 
putin his alleged change of life, but now it is 
seen that the old man realizeé that his end was 
near, andthat he had best make peace with 
God. A few weeksago he was transferred to 
the prison hospital,a fistula having made its 
appearance. Quick consumption was developed, 
and at 2 o’clock yesterday morning he died. 

Dunmunway’s correct name was James Dun- 
bar. He belonged in a Western city, came from 
an excellent family, and had a fine education. 
In the strange drift which is often met in the 
tide of life he developed into a cracksman whose 
bold onslaughts on banking institutions brought 
him much notoriety. He never condescended to 
do small ‘‘ jobs” until he came to this city, and 
prema. entered into the operations just to 

eep his hands ‘busy. Dunbar’s criminal 
career is very remarkable, and in  po- 
lice circles throughout the country he was 
regarded as one of the most successful 
and at the same time dangerous and desperate 
of crooks. He was an expert safe cracksman. 
He went at his work with the consummate skill 
that long training had given him. Caught while 
inthe commission of any crime he took any 
chance however desperate to escape arrest, go- 
ing to the extent of murder if he thought tnat 
necessary. He had no conscience, and none of 
the many murders charged against him ever 
seemed to cause him a moment's uneasiness or 
regret. Dunbar’s nationality is uncertain, and 
nothing is known of him until he blessomed out 
as a dangerous criminal.

HOW TO CHEAT THE REVENUE. 

Detroit, Mich., Jan. 12.—The’ present 
steady and continued cold weather has frozen 
over an immense area at the head of Lake Erie 
lying between the Put-in Bay Islands and the 
Ohio and Michigan shores, and, of course, in- 
cluding a stretch of many miles on the Canadian 


shore. The ice is thick enough and smooth 
enough to be readily traversed by teams, and a 
new business has suddenly and enormously de- 
veloped, viz., smuggling. There are probably 
1,000 Canadians along the shore who make 
their living by dodging the revenue officers. 
At the present time they use Canadian 
ponies and sleds, and drive across the head of 
the lake to Toledo in the night, taking fine 
brandies, wines, barley,and hops. The brandies 
and wines are sold mostly to Toledo dealers, and 
the barley and hops to Toledo brewers, One of 
the ponies will cross the lake in about four hours 
without trouble. They smuggle back calico and 
barbed wire for fencing, and the United States 
revenue officers do not trouble themselves to in- 
terfere with the business because they are not 
paid for doing coast guard duty nor are they 
sufficiently numerous to render their efforts 
practicable. Two successful trips make one of 
the smugglers as much money as 2 whole year’s 
labor on a farm would bring in. 
WOMEN’S BOARD OF MISSIONS.

So, fearing this 
result, proceedings were instituted to bave her 
placed under proper care, aud a jury drawn by 
Sheriff Thompson rendered the verdict yester- 
day of her unsoundness of mind. The proceeds 
of her property will maintain her comfortably. 
Mrs. Storms is well known in the interior of this 
county.

Deputy Coroner Scholer made an autopsy of the 
body of the child and found that death had re- 
sulted from natural causes, and there was no 
evidence to show that the infant had been im- 
properly treated. 


OUR IDLE CONVICTS. 

ALBANY, Jan. 12.—The annual report of Isaac 
V. Baker, Jr., Superintendent of State Prisons, was 
transmitted to the Legislature to-day. It is a long 
document, principally devoted to an urgent appeal 
to the Legislature to take speedy action to provide 
work for the convicts who are now kept in enforced 


idleness, and to supplying facts upon the State-ac- 
count and piece-prieé systems which may enable 
legislators to act intelligently on the subject. The 
population of the three prisons at sh Sing, Auburn, 
and Clinton on Sept. 30 last was 3,155, an increase 
for the year of 194, or a fraction more than 
6 per cent. The earnings and expenditures 
for the year show a deficit in Auburn, where 
a great number ot convicts are kept in enforced idle- 
ness, of $80,491 34, asurplusin Clinton of $9,044 99, 
and a surplus in Sing Sing of $75,066 22. Thus the 
entire surplus earnings of Sing Siug and five-ninths 
of the surplus earnings of Clinton are wiped out by 
the great deficit at Auburn. The Superintendent, 
referring to these figures, says: “The financial loss 
is but one sideof the harm which is done. Non-em- 
yoraeey of men imprisoned is inevitably pernicious 
and destructive of the men themselves. All our 
efforts and all our agencies are abortive: all of them 
are defeated, when the men are refused occupation 
at continuous industry and productive labor. Shall 
our State prisons become instruments to make men 
worse; to destroy them; to degrade their bodies: to 
wreck their minds; todebauch tkeir morals? The 
men are helpless, they cannot change their condition. 
The Stateis their custodian; the State can spare 
them; the State can help them; the State can train 
them to better habits, to greater independence, to a 
higher manhood. In the name of our common hu- 
manity and of our Christian civilization, these men 
make an appeal to the State for the relief which the 
State alone can extend to them. Beside this aspect 
of our prison administration the pecuniary one is 
plainly interior.” 
+ The last Legislature adopted the State-account 
system for the employment of convicts for a limited 
term, but did not make the appropriation needed to 
carry it into effect. Thus the Superintendent was 
without power to set the idle men at work, except so 
far as he mighé find the means in the legislative per- 
mission granted to employ idle convicts on the piece- 
rice plan, with the approval of the Governor. Gov. 

ill gave permission to make contracts, which were 
to terminate on March 1 next, leaving the responsi- 
bility with the Legislature after that date, and un- 
der this permission 92 convicts were employed on 
the piece-price plan at Auburn on Sept. 30. The 
limited time during which the system has been tried 
does not afford sufficient ground for expressing an 
opinion as to its practicability. 

The industries pursued on State accountin two of 
the prisons show satisfactory results, and for the 
first time in its history Clinton is able to report a 
balance on the credit side. In the State-account sys- 
tem the State enters the market like a business 
house, and assumes all the hazards of business. 
When the State sells the labor ofits prisoners for a 
stipulated price, as under the contract or piece- 
price system, it is free from these hazards, It is 
certain that better resuits have been obtained in 
the last two years with State-account industries 
than had been 


ever before in the pris- 
ons in this State. If it shall be held 
that no contract shall be made for the laber 
ot any prisons, the other two systems are 


open; and it will occur tothe Legislature that both 
of them may be authorized, both may be fully tested, 
and the comparative value of each for our use in this 
State may be reached by such trial. Thereis no rea- 
son known to the Superintendent why both systems 
may not be put into use in the same prison. That 
course is pursued in California prisons, as appears 
from extracts quoted in this report from the reports 
of the officers of those prisons. 

The report states that the night schools in all the 
prisons have been continued during the year with 
successful and gratifying results. The asylum for 
insane convicts has been overcrowded during the 
year, and an increase in the accommodations of the 
institution is urgently needed.

Senator CuLtom concluded yesterday not 
to insist upon the consideration of the In- 
ter-State Commerce bill until a vote was 
reached by the Senate, but expressed his 
determination to do so to-day. The debate 
was continued, and two railroad Senators— 
Brown of Georgia and MircHELL of Ore- 
gon—opposed the bill. The former per- 
sisted in putting a construction upon 
the long and short haul section which 
its language does not bear and which 
members of the -conference committee 
declared it was not meant to have. It 
was upon this perversion of the meaning of 
the section that the Senator’s argument was 
chiefly based. Senator MITCHELL professed 
to think that the section was so vagne and 
ambiguous as to justify:..a variety. .of.inter- 
pretations, but itis difficult to see how its 
intent as explained by Mr. Cuttom could 
be mors explicitly stated. Mr. Brown also 
spent some time in defending the pooling 
system withoyt considering what effect the 
other parts of the bill would have on the 
competition of railroads if pooling were pre- 
vented. 


The annual report of the Superintendent 
nf Prisons of this State administers a de- 
served rebuke to the Legislature of last 
year for refusing to provide for the full 
employment of the prisoners. In spite of 
this serious drawback the prisons have been 
kept on a self-sustaining basis by the large 
surplus at Sing Sing, where the contracts 
have not yet expired. At Auburn, where 
several hundred convicts were kept in en- 
forcedidleness, there was a deficit of over 
$80,000. A worse eftect than this is ‘the 
shameful neglect of the State to keep up the 
wholesome and beneficial effects of sys- 
tematic oc@ipation. At Clinton there has 
been‘asurplus forthe first time inthe history 
ef the prison which is to be set down to 
the credit of the State-account system. It 
.shows that when .it is ably and faithfully 
administered it can be made at least to pay 
the expense of maintenance. The liberty to 
introduce the piece-price plan of employ- 
ment by permission of the Governor has 
been availed of to a moderate extent at 
Auburn, but the opportunity came so late 
and was so restricted that the result affords 
little ground for judging of its expediency 
as @ permanent method. One of the first and 
most pressing duties of the Legislature is to 
make an adequate settlement of the ques- 
tion of prison labor. 


It appears from the annual report of the 
Railroad Commissioners of this State that 
there was a decided improvement in the 
business of railroads last year over that of 
1885. There was an inerease of over 738,- 
600,000 tons in the amount of freight car- 
ried one mile and of about $13,500,000 in 
the gross earnings. The increase in net 
earnings was more than $11,000,000, the 
inerease in operating expenses « being 
but little more than $2,000,000 for 
the larger business done. The per- 
eentage of net income to capital stock 
for allthe railroads of the State increased 
from 1.09 to 2.6 per cent. The Commis- 

ioners call attention to the large increase 
qn the traffic of the canals and the still 
larger increase in that of the Welland 
anal. The Canadian waterway hasa depth 
of twelve feet, and it is proposed to in- 
crease it to fourteen, while the Erie Canal 
has only seven feetof water. The signifi- 
rance of this comparison and of the rapid 
gain of the Welland route in tonnage has a 
peculiar, significance for the people of this 
tate. 


The report that the French Cable Compa- 
ny has used asan excuse for withdrawing 
from the cable pool a clause in its charter 
forbidding it to combine or consolidate 
with any other company recalls the manner 
jnowhich the same company. deliberately 
broke ité agreement with the United States 

\Goevernument, -When .the.. compans- scuzht 


permission to land its cable on our shores 
our Government imposed several condi- 
tions, among which was the following: 
“The company shall not consolidate or 
amalgamate with any other line, or com- 
bine therewith forthe purpose of regulating 
rates.” This condition was accepted and 
its acceptance was certified by Pouyrer- 
QuERTIER, President of the Council of Ad- 
ministration,on Feb. 9, 1880, to Mr. Evarts, 
then Secretary of State. Correspondence 
and copies of contracts showing that the 
condition had been contemptuously violat- 
ed were sent to Congress in 1883. This in- 
formation had *bcen withheld from the 
agents of our Government by the officers of 
the company, and had been procured in 
some way without their consent by our 
Consul-General in Paris. After having 
broken this agreement with the Uuited 
States the company could have had no scru- 
ples of conscience about ignoring similar 
provisions in its charter, if such provisions 
were to be found init. Still, if the same pro- 
visions serve now to enable the company to 
get out of the pool, it will be admitted that 
a charter prohibition has its uses. 

Our contemporary the Evening Posi con- 
tends that the wicked persons whom it sup- 
ported for municipal offices during the re- 
cent canvass do not spend their whole time 
in wickedness. “Far from this,” says the 
Post, “they all pass part of their day 
in innocent. pursuits, and some of them 
commit sporadic acts of positive right- 
eousness.” Furthermore, and @ converso, 
as. they say in Tipperary, the, Post 
maintains that “the people whom THE 
TIMES admires” must occasionally lie 
and swear and cheat and make “deals” 
with Tammany and appoint themselves to 
desirable Chairmanships. Otherwise, as it 
seems to the Post, their perfection would be 
“positively sickening.” We are aware that 
since the Fall of Man perfection is attained 
only by being born again, but when it 
comes to a choice of these admitted evils 
we prefer the presumably righteous man 
who now and then stumbles to the pro- 
fessionally wicked fellows who at best com- 
mit righteous acts only sporadically, and, 
as it were, by inadvertence. For one thing 
it is more convenient, since one doesn’t have 
to be eternally apologizing for them. 
That, we think, is the most “positively 
sickening” feature of the Evening Post's 
present occupation. 


SPEAKER HUSTED’S COMMITTEES. 
Mr. Hustep took the position of Speaker 
of the Assembly this year under the most 
favorable conditions for independent action 
in making up his committees. There was 
practically no contest in which he was con- 
strained to take part, and the position came 
to him entirely free from pledges or obliga- 
tions to embarrass his action. He had no 
debts to pay and no rivals to recog- 
nize. To all appearance he maintained a 
neutral attitude toward the Senatorial 
contest, and neither of the prominent candi- 
dates could claim him asasupporter. He had 
no occasion to make bargains, and there is 
no reason to believe that he made any, 
favorable or unfavorable to any candidate. 
There seemed therefore to be no reason 
why, with his thorough knowledge of the 
requirements of legislative work and his 
wide acquaintance with the character, 
record, and experience of the different mem- 
bers of the Assembly, he should not make 
such use of the material at his command .as 
would best promote the cause of good legis- 
lation. 

Inthe main he seems to have done this; but 
there are one or two rather glaring excep- 
tions. There is no evidence inthe committee 
list that he has had any regard for strength- 
ening the support of any candidate for the 
Senatorship. If there appears to be a pre- 
ponderance of Morton men among the more 
important Chairmen it is undoubtedly due 
to the fact that they include .some of the 
most experienced of the members, who were 
fairly entitled to the positions assigned to 
them on that ground. This preponderance 
is not very marked, and there is no reason 
to suppose that the choice of Chairmen in 
any way indicates the Speaker’s preference 
in the matter of the Senatorship. 

Mr. Erwin, of St. Lawrence County, is 
placed at the head of the Ways and Means 
Committee, although he was not at any 
time a candidate for the Speakership. He 
has hada good deal of experience in the 
Assembly, was Speaker two years ago with- 
out much credit to himself, and he is a ca- 
pable man when he chooses to devote him- 
self to the interests of the people rather 
than those of party. New-York is. rather 
feebly represented. on that committee by 
Mr. Fixn. The Appropriations Committee 
is a strong one, and has Mr. FRANK 
B. ARNOLD at its head, who was an 
aspirant for the Speakership. Mr. BAKER, 
of Steuben, has his old place at the head of 
the Judiciary Committee—a position for 
which he is fitted by ability and experience, 
but in which he is apt to be too much of a 
partisan. He was largely responsible last 
year for the refusal to investigate the 
charges against Judge DONOHUE, and does 
not take a very lofty view of public duty. 
Mr. FREMONT CoLE, of Schuyler, another of 
the aspirants for the Speakership, is placed 
at the head of the Railroad Committee. 

The committee in which the people of 
New-York shave the greatest interest is 
that on the affairs of cities, and here Mr. 
HUSTED has done his least creditable work. 
The man who was fairly entitled tothe Chair- 
manship of this committee was Mr. HAMIL- 
TON, of this city. He held that position last 
year, and devoted himself honestly and 
zealously and with fair ability to its duties: 
He showed at all events that he had the 
best interests of the chief city of the State 
at heart. This year he is left off the com- 
mittee entirely, and the city is represented 
by Mr. Crossy, a new and inexperienced 
but promising member, and Mr. HAGAN, who 
cannot be depended upon to promote bene- 

ficial legislation. The Chairmanship 
given to McCartuy, of Syracuse. This 
choice can be explained only as the result 
of yielding to political pressure, for a worse 
one could hardly have been made. Mr. 
McCarRTHY’S record last year, so far as légis- 
lation affecting this city is concerned. was 
decidedly bad. He voted forthe Gas Reform 
+ and Broadway Railroad bills, but then very 
| few members: of the Assembly ventured to 


is 


oppose them. He also supported the Spring | 
Election bill, containing the provision for 
‘choosing Aldermen on a general ticket. 

But Mr. McCartuy was one of the car- 
liest and most persistent supporters of the 
infamous Bruns bill, which was intended 
to give a combination of Tammany and 
Republican politicians control of ‘a large 
share of municipal patronage and business, 
with ROLLIN M. Squire as their chief tool. 


| His partin the wretched bargain of which 


this was only one feature was well known 
to Mr. HusteD, for he was familiar with 
the whole business, and finally led the 
effort which crushed the Bruns scheme, al- 
though he was believed to be somewhat in- 
volved in the bargain himself. Another part 
of the combination was the bil by which 
the Aqueduct Commission was changed, 
and the Mayor.and Controller of this city 
struck from it, for the purpose of throwing 
the aqueduct work: into politics, a scheme 
that was finally defeated in its object by the 
unforeseen change in the head of the De- 
partment of Public Works. This, too, was 
supported by McCartay. which Gen. 
HUSTED may not have regarded as discredit- 
able since he himself persisted in supporting 
the samé measure in the hope of getting 
political. gain from it. McCartuy also 
favored the Nooney Excise bill, one of the 
meanest and most hypocritical measures af- 
fecting this city that was before the Legisla- 
ture last year. ; 

Mr. HustTep’s work is highly character- 
istic, being in the main good, but marred by 
his incorrigible .propensity for yielding to 
bad motives here and there and destroying 
the contidence which good citizens would 
be glad to repose in him on account of his 
unquestioned ability and skill as a Speaker 
and a legislator. 


THE TARIFF REFORM MEETING. 

The meeting under the auspices of the 
Free Trade Club last evening was a large 
one, and the peculiarity of it was that it 
was made up mostly of laboring men of the 
more intelligent class. This fact was doubt- 
less due to the presence of HENRY GEORGE 
as one of the speakers, and he was received 
with much more marked enthusiasm than 
any other of the speakers. His speech was 
the “feature” of the meeting, and itis likely 
to have a good deal of influence with the 
class which for the time is so warmly and 
closely attachedtohim. That, of course, isa 
very great gain for the cause of tariff re- 
form, because if these men get to thinking 
for themselves on the subject they will not 
be long in discovering how much real injury 
the protective tariff does them, while its 
advocates pretend that itis intended pure- 
ly for the benefit of American laboring 
men. The only argument by which this 
curious preterse is sustained is that if the 
manufacturer is enabled to make big profits 
he can pay higher wages. But when the 
workingmen examine the question whether 
the manufacturerreally does pay any higher 
wages than he is forced to pay they will 
soon make an end of this empty sophistry. 

The reinforcement of the tariff reform 
movement by the, workingmen under the 
lead of Mr. HENRY GEORGE would be a 
very direct and powerful advantage, and 
this would be so even if Mr. GEORGE insists, 
as he did last night, that he only favors the 
abolition of tariff taxes, as he does the 
abolition of all other taxes now existing, 
in order that they may be replaced by a tax 
on land rent sufficient to absorb all rent. 
Workingmen who have their eyes opened 
to the evils of the tariff will not necessarily 
follow Mr. GEORGE in his complex theories 
as to the ownership of land and _ the 
function of the Government relating 
thereto. But it must be admitted 
that whatever influence the workingmen 
may bring to bear on Congress is a mat- 
ter of the future. They are not much 
awakened now, and are not likely to be 
very soon. And as to the meeting last even- 
ing, we cannot see that it shows a state of 
public opinion about which the present 
Congress is likely to be very anxious, Un- 
doubtedly the sentiment in favor of freer 
trade has grown; undoubtedly it is 
stronger.now on account of the accumu- 
lation of the surplus in the Treasury, 
which ought to be stopped by the 
remission of taxation. But the force 
of public sentiment in the matter is 
limited, and is not as yet controlling. It is 
stronger in other parts of the country, so 
far as can be judged, than it is here. The 
intelligent and faithful men who have con- 
ducted the agitation in this region remain 
persistent in their labors, but their num- 
bers do not greatly increase, nor does their 
following. That the protective features of 
the tariff will be surely removed we have 
no doubt, but that result must be hastened 
by other methods than have of late been 
adopted. 


TWO CANAL ROUTES, 


Engineer MENOCAL, of the navy, declares 
that it will take $1,000,000,000 to finish the 
Panama Canal on the sea-level plan. Some 
allowance should be made for Mr. MEN- 
OCAL’s very natural desire to see a canal 
built on the Nicaragua route, but it should 
be remembered that be has had exceptional 
opportunities to learn the real condition of 
work om the isthmus, and has been deeply 
interested in canal projects for many years. 
Nor should it be forgotten that the Panama 
Company has already incurred almost 
$300,000,000 in obligations, and proposes 
to negotiate. very large additional loans, 
while less than one-quarter of the digging 
has been done, and no progress has been 
made toward solving the problem of con- 
trolling the Chagres River. The Suez 
Canal cost less than $100,000,000. We do 
not see how a sea-level canal on the Pana- 
ma isthmus can cost less than $600,000,000. 
No interoceanic canal could pay interest 
upon so large an investment. 
Some weeks ago we published Lieut. K1m- 
BALL’s statement that the company had 
employed engineers to devise a plan for 
using a summit level and eight or ten locks, 
instead of an open cut at the level of the 
sea. Mr. MENOcAL asserts that on the 
Panama route locks can be used only in 
the Winter, because the supply of water for 
the summit level would fail in the dry 
| eninstns The summit level proposed, ac- 

cording to the plan described by Lieut. 
|} KIMBALL, would depend upon the Chagres 
| tor water, 


If it be true that this capricious | 


stream almost dries up in Summer, it might 
be difficult to operate locks for.a large ton-: 
nage traffic. 

Engineer MENOCAL apparently expects 
that the French Government will take hold 
of the work for the protection of French 
citizens who have invested so much money 
init, and he says that France would save 
money by abandoning the Panama ditch 
and selecting some other route. But while 
a canal on the Nicaragua route could be 
made for a sum lessthan the obligations 
already incurred at Panama, and the Nica- 
ragua summit level—a large lake—would 
always be well supplied with water, the 
locks on the western slope would be exposed. 
to disturbance caused by earthquake shocks. 
Within two years the region a few miles to 
the northward has been severel} shaken. 
The lecks might for many years escape any 
shock that would cripple them, and they 
might never suffer anything more serious 
thau temporary disarrangement. 


JUSTICE WITHHELD. 

Is it possible in this city for a person who 
has been arrested for having committed an 
infamous crime to buy his liberty and in 
this way escape trial and punishment ? 

MARTIN ASCHPURVIS was arrested on Dec. 
26 charged with having committed upon 
his niece, 13 years old, an assault like that 
for which Sergt. CROWLEY, of the police 
force, was sent to Sing Sing. CROWLEY is 
serving out a sentence of seventeen and a 
half years; ASCHPURVIS is free and on his 
way to Europe. ASCHPURVIS’S guilt is ad- 
mitted. Even if the evidence against him 
were insufficient, his guilt has been estab- 
lished by his own act, for flight is confes- 
sion.. But how was he able to get away, 
while for a similar crime CROWLEY was 
tried and sent to the penitentiary for a long 
term ? 

The District. Attorney consented that 
ASCHPURVIS should be admitted to bail in 
$2,500. The accused man had muney, and 
he easily induced one of his friends to fur- 
nish the bail. He was then at liberty. His 
next step was to take passage for Hamburg, 
The court learns that he has sailed, and the 
city will probably take $2,500 from his 
bondsman. ASCHPURVIS has paid $2,500 
for his liberty. He was in danger of suffer- 
ing punishment as great as CROWLEY’s, and 
freedom for.seventeen years and a half is 
cheap at $142 85ayear. CROWLEY would 
have been glad to buy his freedom at the 
same price. 

The administration of justice is sadly de- 
fective when criminals can escape in this 
way. Wedonot look for perfection in the 
work of the prosecutors and the courts, but 
this case does not stand alone. Justice Kit- 
BRETH said at the recent annual meeting of 
the Board of Police Justices that 6,146 
cases were sent to the Court of General Ses- 
sions last year. He also said: 


“ A very large number of the cases sent to this 
court for trial, including many grave offeuses 
of felony, are never tried or even considered, 
Innocent persons suffer irksome and prolonged 
confinement, while guilty ones, fortunate enough 
to secure bail, enjoy freedom and have the rea- 
sonable assurance of permanent. respite and 
immunity for their offenses. Under such condi- 
tions the fear of punishment cannot be, as it 
should be, a potent factor in the prevention of 
crime.” 


It may be that prosecutors and courts fail 
to do their duty, but it is very plain that 
this great city has outgrown the provisions 
made for the prosecution and punishment 
of lawbreakers. Additional courts and 
prosecutors will cost something, but the 
people cannot invest their money to greater 
advantage. 


THE FISHERY DISPUTE. 

The vigorous language in which Secretary 
MANNING denounces Canada’s reactionary 
fishery policy may well create a stir in Lon- 
don as wellasin Ottawa. It is truethat the 
views expressed by the State Department 
inthe pending negotiations are the only 
ones of which the British Government is 
bound to take note. But when a Cabinet 
officer, replying, as the Secretary of the 
Treasury did on Monday, to a resolution of 
inquiry from the House of Representatives, 
officially describes the conduct of the Do- 
minion authorities toward our fishermen as 
‘brutal,’ and as characterized by “ pas- 
sionate spite,” itis manifest that the dis- 
pute has been pushed to a serious stuge. 

The history of the controversy, as sum- 
marized by Mr, MANNING, shows that dur- 
ing forty years, under the first six Presi- 
dents, our Government constantly sought 
greater liberty of access to British colonial 
ports than the old treaties allowed. At 
last, under JACKSON, through reciprocal 
legislation of Parliament and Congress, the 
** mediwval barriers,” as Secretary MANNING 
styles them, by which the mother country 
had sought to hamper the trade of her col- 
onies, were broken down. Fifteen years 
later, in 1845, England made another con- 
cession; while the next year came the 
great modern system of warehousing and 
transportation in bond by railway and 
steamboat. In 1849, 1850, and 1854, this 
system was extended by British legislation 
and our own; and now, after all this prog- 
ress, the Dominion authorities retrograde, 
and, ignoring what has happened since the 
stage-coach and sailing-ship era, fix their 
eyes wholly on the treaty of 1818 and show 
“unworthy and petty spite against American 
deep-sea fishermen.” z 

It is worth noting that Mr. MANNING, in 
view of the enormous growth of trade be- 
tween Canada and the United States under 
the mutual relaxations of commercial re- 
strictions, holds to-day that if the old reci- 
procity treaty of 1854 had reniained in force 
till now the two peoples ‘‘ would now be 
one people, at least for all purposes of pro- 
duction, trade, and business.” We are not 
sure that this view will be entirely ap- 
proved by those New-England fishermen 
who oppose reciprocity, past or present, in 
allforms. But they will at least appreciate 
the Secretary’s declaration that at the pres- 
ent time, ‘“‘while this department protects 
Canadian fishermen in the use of American 
ports, the Dominion of Canada brutally ex- 
cludes American fishermen from Canadian 
ports.”

American deep-sea fishing Vosséls, provided 
with a touch-and-trade permit: from Ameri- 
can authorities, never intending. to fish in 
her waters, aud prepared to obey all her 
customs laws, are not allowed to visit her 
ports, buy supplies thére, and enjoy com- 
mercial privileges such as are extended to 
her fishing vessels in our harbors. The Sec- 
retary does not fail to mention the recent 
act of Congress empowering the President 
to suspend the commercial privileges of 
véssels of countries denying -like privileges 
to our ships in their ports, although he does 
not indicate whether or not this power will 
be used. To the contention of the Cana- 
dians that they stand on the treaty of 1818 
Mr. MANNING replies that they are ignoring 
all that has happened since; while he ex- 
presses the hope that in the prosecution of 
violations of our customs law our officers 
will never display “such passionate spite as 
has during the last Summer been exhibited 
in the Dominion of Canada toward well 
meaning American fishermen.” 
*Presumably Mr. MANNING does not, in 
describing the treatment of our fishermen 
as “brutal,” use this word in its ordinary 
sense, since, so far as-we are aware, they 
have never complained of suffering per- 
sonal violence; - but they have resented 
the rigor with which port régulations, re- 
laxed in their favor during fifteen years, 
have suddenly heen revived against them, 
often with severe fines. Perhaps the 
most noticeable point made: by the Sec- 
retary is that our Custom House permits 
“to touch and trade,” issued to enrolled 
vessels for single voyages to enable them 
to take on merchandise in foreign ports pre- 
cisely as if registered, is no modern device 
designed to evade the fishery treaty, but 
nearly a century old, having been enacted 
substantially in its present form as long 
ago as 1793. The contention that the ques- 
tion of a vessel’s status, sometimes entitling 
her to rank as a commercial ship, even if 
fitted up for fishing on the high seas, be- 
longs to the nation which issues her papers 
is a fundamental point in the American 
case. The truth is that Canada’s notion of 
forbidding certain of our vessels to visit 
her ports except when driven in by distress 
for the bare rights of hospitality, even 
though founded on. treaty language em- 
ployed nearly seventy years ago, is con- 
trary to the spirit of this progressive age.

An extremely queer story is told in our 
exchanges. It relates that a fire broke out 
on or near a Government wharf in Detroit. 
As there were no means at hand of extin- 
guishing fire the wharf would doubtless 
have been destroyed if the officer of en- 
gineers in charge had not succeeded in 
attracting the attention of a tugboat, 
which came to the wharf and put 
out the fire. For this service the 
Captain of the tugboat rendered a bill for 
$46, which was paid by the officer in charge 
and forwarded to Washington with an ex- 
planation and ‘a demand for reimbursement. 
The auditing officer threw out the bill upon 
the ground that the expenditure was un- 
authorized by law, since there had been no 


-advertisement;no proposals, no sureties, and 


consequently no assurance that the work 
had been awarded to the lowest bidder. 
The unfortunate officer will have to pocket 
the loss he incurred in saving some hun- 
dreds or thousands of dollars’ worth of pub- 
lic property, unless he can get a bill through 
Congress to pay him $46. While this bill is 
pending it might be as well to prepare 
another which will lodge somewhere the 
power to relieve the auditing department 
from making such exhibitions of grotesque 
folly in future. ; 


That the speech of Prince BISMARCK should 
have produced a profound impression every- 
where throughout Europe is not surprising. 
It deeply affects France, Russia, and Aus- 
tria, and only less so Eng!and and Turkey. 
This last power seems to have ascertained 
some time ago the Chancellor’s willingness 
to turn Bulgaria over to Russia’s tender 
mercies and to have governed herself ac- 
cordingly. But Germany finds in the speech 
graver things than its references to affairs 
on the Danube. Prince BISMARCK has forced 
the issue on a matter different from that of 
a three years’ or a seven years’ military es- 
tablishment. ‘*The question is,” he says, 
‘*Shall our army be an imperial or a Parlia- 
mentary force?” and he expressed surprise 
that opposition was offered to the imperial 
demand. Dr. WINDTHORST suggested that 
there was limited use for a. Reichstag that 
should exist only to assent to the measures 
offered it. The Reichstag may well shun 
the responsibility of rejecting a measure sol- 
emnly declared necessary “‘to preserve to 
the German Empire its present possessions ;” 
yet its passage may possibly be thought 
something of a triumph for the theory that 
it is right because the Government says so, 
and ought to be enacted because the Goy- 
ernment wills it.

A SECOND DEMAND FOR THE PASSAGE 
OF THE ARMY BILL. 

BERL, Jan. 12.—The debate on the 
Arthy bill was resumed in the Reichstag to-day. 
Dr. Windthorst again spoke in favor of a trier- 
nate term. Prince Bismarck replied: ‘In three 
years we might be confronted with altered cir- 
cumstances. To be sure, if is also impossible to 
ealoulate the position of affairs seven years 
hence, but during that period theefficiency of 
the army would be secured and a compromise 
would be possible. In the Centre Party a num- 
ber of heterogeneous political elements are be- 
coming united. But will the union last? Is its 
continuance until the next elections certain? 
At the time when so many rigbts and privileges 
were granted to the Reichstag by the Constitu- 
tion there was no idea that they would lead to 
such miserable disputes as have now arisen.” ° 

In speaking of the iinperia! army the Chancel- 
lorsaid he had no intention to detract from the 
rights of the sovereigns of the Federal States as 
the heads of their respective armies. Nor, he 
continued, would the Government contest the 
right of the House to criticise the bill during the 
debate ou the budget, provided the Government's 
proposals were now accepted. Referring to the

AGAINST MARYLAND’S BOSS. 
——— 

A MEETING OF REFORM DEMOCRATS 
DENOUNCES GORMAN’S METHODS. 
BALTIMORE, Jan. 12.—The reform Demo- 
crats opened their fight against bossism and cor- 
rupt methodsin Maryland politics to-night. It 
was a good meeting, composed of many of 
the most solid 


men in the city and 
State, such as ex-Gov. William F. Hamil- 
ton, State Senator Clarence Lane, and 


H. H. Keedy, of Washington County; Gen. Brad- 
ley T. Johnson, Thomas McCosker, John Stew- 
art, John K. Cowen, Major Richard M. Venables, 
G. Horton Williams, Joseph B. Packard, W. A. 


Hanway, James T. Briscoe, Col Charles 
Marshall, and Major Allison, of Baltimore 
City; Albert Constable, John &. Wirt, and 


Dr. Mackall, of Cecil; the Hon. Philip D. Laird, 
of Montgomery; Col. J. W. Bryant, of Caroline; 
Gen. Hardcasile and Paul Winchester, of Tal- 
bot, and handreds of others who have been 
prominent-in the Demoeratic politics. of the 
State. The contest of course is a fight 
in @ general way against Senator Gorman, 
who has such acontrol of the politics of the 
State that he has, with one or two exceptions, 
dictated all the Federal appointments that have 
heen mate under the present Administration. 
The nature of those appointments and the char- 
acter of the appointees are well known. The 
men who are mainly engineering the present 
movement are ex-Gov. Hamilton, Gen. Bradley 
T. Johnson, and John K. Cowan, all leading law- 
yers and men of influence and ability. Ex-Gov. 
Hamilton is the Cincinnatus of Maryland 
politics, and has a large following among 
the farmers. As the regular party candi- 
date for Governor six years ago he re- 
ceived the largest majority given in this 
State since the war. Gen. Johnson is one of the 
hest kuown and strongest meu in the State. 
John K. Cowan is the leading counsel of the Bal- 
timore:and Ohio Railroud. James M. Dennis, for 
several years leader of the independent wing in 
the State Senate, presided at to-night’s meeting. 

Ex-Gov. Hamilton and Mr. Cowan both made 
strong speeches. The address of the meeting to 
the Democratic voters of the State paints the 
political condition of Maryland in very black 
colors. It says: ‘The judges of election, with 
some exceptions of course, are either criminals 
or incompetent; and it further declares that 
“the rule of bossism in Maryland has heen re- 
duced to a system, and has become humiliating, 
corrupting, and demoralizing. Fn conclusion it 
says that the fichtis a movement to Jop off and 
out out of the Democratic Party ‘* the cancerous 
excrescences which are poisouing its life blood.”

A STORY ABOUT THE ST. LOUIS, KAN- 
SAS CITY AND COLORADO ROADS. 
St. Louts, Jan. 12.—It was stated by Mr. 
Gould yesterday that the St. Louis, Kansas City 
and Colorado Road had been offered to 
him at a ~price below the amount 
the project has absorbed, and. that a 
certain Chicago gentleman was anxious to 
get out of the enterprise. The pointer suggested 
inquiry in other quarters, and to-day the bottom 
facts were obtained. This project has been 
more disturbed by internal strifes and attempts

With the introduction: of these gentlemen to 
the public as the head of the project came Mr, 
A. M. Billings, a Chicago , capttaiist, to the 


front as the financial backer of the en- 
terprise. Mr. Billings started his backing 
with an advance of $150,000, which was, 


as he told utthe time,'the first installment of 
what was to be enough to complete and 
equip the line. from St. Louis to Fort 
Scott and Kansas City, or about $7,000,000, 
which he was willing and able to pay 
out of the abundance of his own hank 
account. Besides the opportunity to settle a lit- 
tle personal matter of long standing by pavr- 
alleling the . Missouri Pacific was a 
strong incentive to open wide his pocket- 
book in the interest of the new 
road. The first installment was sent into 
the enterprise with a considerable flourish, but 
when the subsequent advances began to swell 
the sum past the half million point. the Chicago 
capitalist seemed to lose his enthusiasm, and 
when more cash and again more cash was valied 
for, Mr. Billings commeuced looking around for 
a soft spot to fall upon. 

It was about this time that he demanded that 
he be made President of the company, but the 
proposition was rejected with so much earnest- 
ness by the others in interest that it almost 
took the man’s breath. Then he demanded 
the immediate payment of all the cash he 
had advanced, and doubtless he was as much 
surprised as ever 4man was when he was told 
to take his collateral to New-York and surrender 
them to a certain banking institution and get his 
money. He never suspected that his advances 
would not ultimately control the enterprise 
and when he discovered that his purpose had 
been understood all the time and amply provided 
for his rage, it is said, knew no hounds.

A BLACK EYE FOR HEARST. 





HIS FIRST ATTEMPT TO RULE THE CAU- 
CUS A FAILURE. . 

San FRANCISCO, Jan. 12.—The black eye 
given Hearst by the Senatorial caucus last night 
was almost as unexpected to him as it was teshis 
opponents. The boodle candidate’s managers 
had all along been boasting that nearly the en- 
tire delegation of Democrats would go into the 
caucus, and that the nomination of Hearst was 
sure to follow. But when the caucus met there 
were only 45 out of the 65 Democrats. To make 


matters still worse, of the 20 who staid out 
16 were from San Francisco, and most of them 
owed their election to coin freely put up - 
Hearst, and the method of expenditure whic 
has been explained alreadyin these dispatches. 
This was ingratitude of the worst kind, and only 
serves to strengthen the suspicion that the men 
are simply staying out and making apparent op- 
tap to Hearst in order to tap his sack still 

urther. Indeed, it is openly said that 10 of 
these recalcitrant members have formed a ring, 
and demand $10,000 each as the price of their 
votes for Hearst. 

After their first surprise was over last nicht 
Heerst’s friends worked for an adjournment 
until Friday, in order to afford time for more of 
their peculiar work, and by a majority of only 
one they carried their point. Some lively work 
is now being done, and it is still beliaved -by the 
majority that Hearst will win. The revolt of 
the San Francisco members comes with a par- 
ticularly bad grace, since they are at the beck 
and call of Boss Buckley. who handled the 
boodle in November which was pt up to secure 
a majority for Hearst in the Legislature, and 
those familiar with the boss’s methods are not 
at all backward in saying that the whole thing is 
simply a big strike for coin. 

The situation now is this: The Democrats have 
65 members in the two houses. It requires acon- 
currence of 61 to make the Senator. A caucus 
was called for last night under an iron-bound 
rule, by which 31 of these 61 could secure control. 
That is to sav, if61 Democrats met under pledge 
to abide by the decision of the caucus, and if the 
81 boodlera, or a majority, could be found solid, 
the remaining 30, or the minority, would be dis- 
franchised. But only 45 Democrats attended the 
caucus, and of these 23 only appeared to be on 
the Hearst side.. Sixteen Democrats from 
this city absented themselves. There were 
not enough Democrats present to make a Sena- 
tor, and the caucus was therefore, at its first 
session, a failure. If these 16 Democrats from 
tpis city should go into the next caucus and vote 
for Hearst there will not be the least difficulty 
in determining what was the matter with them. 
It is reported to-day that Hearst’s friends aro 
considering the propriety of going on with the 
balloting in the Legislature without having an- 
other caucus, If thisis done Hearst is killed, 
and some other man will unquestionably win the 
prize. Judge Wilson, Stephen White, and Frank 
Newlands are the most prominent opponents of 
Hearst, and either would be incomparably a bet- 
ter man in the Senatorial chair. The air is thick 
with rumors andit is very difficult to sift the 
truth from them.

FARWELL IN THE LEAD. 


THE RACE FOR THE LATE SENATOR 
LOGAN’S SEAT. 


Cuicaco, Jan. 12.—The Republican 
caucus of the Hlinois Legislature will to-morrow 
endeavor to nominate a successor to Senator 
John A. Logan. As a nomination is equiv- 
alent to an election, the greatest interest 
attaches to thecaucus. Dispatches from Spring- 
field show only one thing clearly, and that 
is that it is, up to late to-night, everybody’s 
race, with Charles B. Farwell, of this city, in 


the lead. Mr. Farwell’s nomination is far from 
certain, though his chances are better than those 
of any other candidate. .The field 1s against him, 
but there areanumber of govd horses in the 
field. An effort haa been made to-day to divide 
his Cook County strength by bringing out new can- 
didates. As far as can be seen the effort has not 
been successful. The Cook County delegation will 
however, be divided. Mr. Farwell will havea 
majority of the members in the delegation, but 
some of them are tied to ex-Gov. Hamilton, who 
within 48 hours has dashed into the race, after 
announcing that he was out of it. 

The uncertainty as to the exact value of Gov. 
Oglesby’s declination of the support of his friends 
leaves his supporters in great doubt, and itis 
impossible to do more than guess where the 
vote which will probably be given to him on the 
tirst ballot will finally go. Congressmen Hen- 
derson, Payson, and Cameron are — still 
in the race, but their prominence 
has, «if anything, decreased rather’ than 
grown since Monday. “Long” Jones is 
at Springfield, credited with a desire for the 
nomination, but at the best he is only one of a 
number of dark horses. It is possible that-no 
nomination will be made to-morrow, though a 
ballot, and probably several of them, will be 
taken.

FAILURES IN BUSINESS. 


THE CHICAGO DRUG AND CHEMICAL 
COMPANY ASSIGNS. 

Cuicaco, Jan. 12.—The Chicago Drug 
and Cnetnical Company this morning confessed 
judgment in the Superior Court to the amount of 
$78,750, and immediately after a custodian took 
possession of the wholesals establisement at No. 
221 Randolph-street. The failure, if such it may 
be called, smacks strongly of internal dissention. 
Five .years ago next May, William F. Henes, 
who had been engaged in the retail drug 
business. in New-York, came to  Chi- 
cago and ‘organized the concern. John Blocki. 
anexperienced drug man, was made Secretary 
of the company ata salary of $2,400 a year and 


a gnarantee that he should get one-half of tne 
profits. Jan. 1 Mr. Blocki demanded his share 
of the profits, which he claimed amounted to 
$25,000. Mr. Henes denied that the concern 
had madeadollar. Mr. Blocki then threatened 
to begin Chancery proceedings in order to force 
an accounting and Iv order to protect his credir 
ors. Mr. Henes made a voluntary assigument. 
He says that the business has not been profit- 
able, and claims that Mr. Blocki is entitled 
‘tonothing. Thé preferred creditors are George 
E. Ehret, the New-York brewer, who 1s also a 
brother-in-law of Mr. Henes, for $73,500, and 
the Chicago National Bank for $5.250. Both 
claims are for borrowed money. The other Ha- 
bilities aggregate about $20,000, and are distrib- 
uted among nearly 200 creditors, all of whom 
belong to the trade. The assets, comprised of 
stock on hand and outstanding accounts, 
amount to $100,000. Mr. Henes says he will be 
able to pay dollar for doilar on every debt that 
he owes. He intends placing his business in the 
hands of a Receiver, and, after every claim is 
adjusted, he says he will reorganize it on a 
larger and more substantial basis. 

When the company was organized in 1882 it 
had a capital of $100,000, and succeeded the old 
house of John Blocki. It was consolidated 
with the Phenix Pharmacentical Company in 
1882, of which President Henes was a proprie- 
tor. The stock was reduced to $50,000 in June, 
1883. The company was in distress and the af- 
fairs reached the courts, when Henes testified 
that City Clerk Plautz owned stock worth 
$15,000. Mrs. Henes owned a similar amount, 
and the remainder, except five shares unac- 
counted for. was owned by Mr. Henes. Plautz 
sold out two years ago, since when Mr. Henes 
has heen considered proprietor. 


Toronto, Jan. 12,—A meeting of the 
creditors of Friendly & Co., manufacturers of 
overalls, was held to-day. The creditors have 
made the firm an ofter, which. if refused, will re- 
sult in the firm’s assignment. Business houses 
in Montreal, New-York, and this city were rep- 
resented at the meeting of creditors. The firm’s 
liabilities are about $70,000. : 

The English. French, and German creditors of 
the insolventestate of Rothschilds & Co., whole- 
sale jewelers, have agreed to accept a compro- 
mise of 25 cents on the dollar. The firm’s liabili- 
ties were $106,000. 

Itis said that after. the compromise has been 
fully consummated Messrs. Hurvich and Bush, 
who comprised the firm, will return here from 
the United States and resume business. 


Boston, Jan. 12.—The Assignees of Here 
man W. Ladd, of Boston, New-York, and Chi- 
cago, manufacturer of mantel beds. spring beds, 
&c., have, with the approval of the creditors’ 
committee, declared a dividend of 33 per cent. 
A new company has been organized under a 
Massachusetts charter with a paid up cash capi- 
tal of $50.000. [tis styled the Herman W. Ladd 
Company, H. W. Ladd being the Pfesident and 
Mr. 8. Fickett Treasurer. 


OURLERS AT THE RINKS. 


CANADIAN AND UNITED STATES PLAYERS 
COMPETE FOR HONERS. 

TORONTO, Jan. 12.—The great Interna- 
tional Curling Bonspiel between the United 
States and Canada, played here to-day, excited 
great interest and attracted curlers from all parts 
of Canada. The United States sent 29 rinks. 
The American players were, with only a few 
exceptions,.snowed up from one to three days 
on the railways coming here, and most of them 
were much exhausted on reaching the city to- 
day, and not at all in fit condition to engage in 
the international contest. The American play- 


ers, however, drove direct from the rail- 
Way station to the different rinks where 
they were billed to play, and commencell 
the matches before they had an opportunity to 
get refreshments or rest. Nothwithstanding 
the difficulties the American visitors had to 
eontend with, they exhibited some magnificent 
play.

OBITUARY NOTES. 
Chief Engineer Charles A. Laws, of the rev- 
enue cutter Washington, died yesterday morning at 


the New-York Hospital. He was born in Philadel- 
phia 44 years ago. ‘His father was a retired sea 
Captain. Atthe outbreak of the war young Laws 
entered the cavalry service. After serving nearly 
two years.he studied mechanical engineering and 
went intothe navy. He was assigned to duty in the 
Gulf squadron, and was on one of the vessels of Far- 
ragut’s fleet at the battle of Mobile Bay. After the 
war Mr. Laws entered the revenue marine. He was 
on the steamer Corwin when that vessel made her 
trips to Alaska in search of ths steamers Rogers and 
Jeannette. 


George W. Parsons, the lawyer, died yester- 
day at his residence, No. 73 East Fifty-sixth-street, 
after an illness of three or four weeks, caused by 
internal troubles. He was bornin Spencertown, Co- 
lumbia County, N. Y., in 1823, and graduated at Will- 


jams Collegeand at the Yale Law School. He began 
practice with the firmof Barney, Butler & Parsons, 
who were the first tenants of the Trinity Building. 
He retired from this well known firm and from active 
practice in 1875. He was an authoritv on in- 
surance law, and at one time he was counsel 
to over 30 insurance companies. He was 
@ Director of the Home Insurance Company, 
the Central Trust Company, the Buffalo, Rochester 
and Pittsburg Railroad, and the Skin and Cancer 
Hospital, and a member of the Ashley committee on 
the reorganization of the Erie Road. For man 
years he was also amember of the Brooklyn Boar 
of Education. As arailroad lawyer and as a Ref- 
eree in his later years, he took one of the highest 
positions in his profession. Personally he was a 
man of remarkably unsullied mind and life, gener- 
ous in his charities, and steadfast in his purposes, 
Mr. Parsons married Miss J. H. Higgins, of Spen- 
certown, who died about two years ago, and he 
leaves oné daughter, Mrs. Thomas F. Wentworth. 
Tho funeral will take place on Saturday morning at 
10 o clock at the house, and the interment will be in 
the Sleepy Hollow Cemetery at Tarrytown.

LADIES TAKE THEIR SEATS 


AND COME TO ORDER THOUGH 

NOT ASKED TO DO SO. 

MRS. AGNEW AND MISS DODGE ENTER 
CPON THEIR DUTIES AS COMMIS- 
SIONERS OF EDUCATION. 


Mrs. Mary Nash Agnew and Miss Grace H. 
Dodge made their first appearance as Commis- 
sioners of Education at the board’s first meeting 
yesterday. There were many more ladies than 
men presentin the space allotted to spectators 
when the new Commissioners entered. Mrs. 
Agnew was the first of the two ladies to appear 
and.was gallantly escorted to her seat, at the ex- 
tremé right of the first row. She threw her long 
wrap of black silk trimmed with black fur 
across the back of her crimson armehair and 
placed her muff on the desk in front of her. 

“As the oldest member of the board I as- 
sumed the right to escort the first lady member 
of the board to her seat, ” said Commissioner 
Wood to Commissionar Bell, who sat near. 

“ Yes, MrasAgnew,” said Mr. Bell. to her as 
ahe came in, “and he is the oldest member in 
every way, at least 50 years older than I—just 
look at his hair!’ And Commissioner Bell 


brushed back what little hair he has, in a vain 
attempt to cover up the great bald spot that 
Was shown on his shapely poll. 

Miss Dodge'came in just as Mrs. Agnew took 
her seat, escorted by President J. Edward Sim- 
mons. Under her black tailor-made coat she 
wore a costume of black, and she wore on her 
head a little hat of black velvet with ribbon 
bows of black silk as the only ornaments. Her 
shapely hands were inclosed iu tan-colored kids 
stitched with black, and these were quite fre- 
quently shaken by friends ainong the members 
of the board before President Simmons rapped 
his gavel and remarked, “ Gentlemen will please 
come to ofder.” Miss Dodge smiled and came 
to order. as did Mrs. Agnew, even though they 
were not invited to do so. 

Commissioners O’Brien, who is ill, and 
Schmitt, who is not, were absent, but the rest 
answered to their names, and the board proceed- 
ed to organize, with Commissioner Wood in the 
ehair. He, too, usually so gallant, forgot him- 
self, and only invited the “ gentlemen” to pre- 
pare their ballots for President. But the ladies 
voted when their naines were called, Commis- 
sioner Galiaway as teller, receiving their ballots 
in his cherry ballot box. By unanimous votes 
Mr. Simmons was re-elected President, Arthur 
McMullen clerk, and John Davenport Auditor. 

Mrs. Agnew and Miss Dodge were appointed 
&committee to escort President-elect Simmons 
to the chair, but they didn’t do so. He gallant- 
ly excused them and went to his desk alone, 
returned thanks for the expression of confi- 
dence, and plunged at once into business. The 
twolady Commissioners voted’ on every ques 
tion, and shrewdly managed to vote in the ma- 
jority. They had to respond to but one roll 
call; that was on a motion to print in the min- 
utes a communication from the Young Women’s 
Christian Association asking for a high school 
for girls, and setting forth how they were in- 
structing young women in the higher branches 
fitted for them at their rooms. Commissioner 
Traud didn’t want it printed, as it would lumber 
up the records. But he was voted down, 11 to 
S, Mra. Agnew and Miss Dodge helping to do it. 

Then Miss Dodge rested her elbow on the desk 
and her rusy cheek on her gloved fingers and 
listened attentively to the routine proceedings, 
while Mrs. Agnew leaned back in her chair and 
did the same thing, both turning over the pages 
ofthe Journal lying on the desks before them 
when it was necessary to do 80 like old veterans. 
The suddenness with which an adjournment was 
had seemed to astonish them. They couldn’t 
remain astonished long, however, for they were 
surrounded by the male members of the board, 
who congratulated the new Commissioners upon 
their entrance upon official duties. Other ladies 
also congratulated them, and the two Commis- 
sioners held a sort of informal reception for a 
quarter of an hour or so. Miss Dodye’s father 
was there to escort her to the carriage in which 
she was driven home, and Mrs. Agnew went 
away in company with friends. —

sons, who did battle for Mora, Ona & Co., Cuban 
sugarraisers. This firm contracted on Feb. 7, 
1385, to ship 1,000 tons of sugar to Havemeyers 
& Elder within 30 days. They put 
the sugar on board :a vessel two days be- 
fore the expiration of the 30 days, but the 
vessel did not sail until some days later. Betore 
the sugar arrived here its value had lessened, so 
Havemeyers & Elder refused to’accept it, insist- 
ing that the contract had not been kept, as the 
sugar was not on its way hither before the 30 
days had expired. Mora, Ona & Co. sold the su- 
gar for $10,000 less than Havemeyers & Elder 
had agreed to pay for it and then sued the refin- 
ers for that sum. 

The result of the controversy depends on the 
exact meaning of the word “shipment.” Ex- 
Judge Davis, who had the affirmative side, 
yesterday, though appearing for the defendants, 
urgued that merchandise is not shipped until it 
ig actually on its way to its destination, the 
period of lading having no relation at all to the 
time of shipment. Mr. Parsons insisted that 
when goods or articles are put on board a ves- 
sel for carriage to a distant. port they are 
shipped, and the shipper has then completed his 
contract, irrespective of subsequent accidents to 
the véssel. Judge Williams reserved his decision, 
and will consider the commercial meaning.of the 
word “shipment” at his leisure in the inland 
city of Watertown, whence, in nautical phrase, 
he bails. 
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O'NEIL SEEKING A LAWYER. 

i.x-Alderman O’Neil spent the day yester- 
day in searching fora lawyer to represent him 
#t his coming trial. His success was not at all 
encouraging. After an unsuccessful visit to Gen. 
Tracy, in Brooklyn, he haif engaged Lawyer Ed- 
ward C. James, who promised to defend him if a 
postponement of the cas¢ could be had until the 
E ebruary term of court. Mr. James was too 
‘misy to attend toitnow. Alderman O'Neil then 
called upon Judge Barrett to ask for a postpone- 
ment, Judge Barrett told him that he would 
consent toa postponement it the District Attor- 
ney would. District Attorney Martine was at 
the Bar Association when O'Neil called at his of- 
fice, but Bond Clerk Penney telephoned O'Neil’s 
request to him. Mr. Martine replied that he 
could not consent to any postponement until he 
consulted with Judge Barrett. It was inferred 
pe Martine would oppose the postpone- 
meut,

MISER PAINE’S MONEY. 


THROWING MORE LIGHT ON MR. WARD- 
WELL’S RELATIONS TO IT. 

The first witness examined in the Paine 
will case yesterday was William Brown, of Rye, 
Westchester County, who stated that there 
boarded with him last Fall two young men 
named Francis P, Kennedy and Frank D’Aspre- 
mont. The persons mentioned havealready been 
connected with the case during the trial, D’As- 
premont being the witness who testified that 
Wardwell offered him $2,000 to swear to the exist- 
ence of the missing will, and Kennedy having, 


according to the Administrator's side of the case, 
rocured the evidence of the Kellys and others 

n favor of Wardweill’s claim. 

Mr. Brown stated that the two men went to 
live at his house about the middle of October, 
giving it out that D’Aspremont was a teacher of 
the French and Italian languages and Kennedy 
was his pupil. Fora short time they spent sev- 
eral hours a day in study, but then they aban- 
doned it altogether. On Dec. 7, which was the 
second day of the Paine will case trial, Kennedy 
left hurriedly. He had been back twice siuce, in 
the night time. A lawyer named Hubbell went 
to Rye by the 1 P. M. train on that day and had 
an interview with Kennedy, who took his de- 

arture at 5 the same afternoon, going to 
Middletown, Conn., but directing that bis mail by 
sent to Burlington, Vt. Kennedy paid the board 
of himself and D’Aspremontand received money 
by mail from J. H. Wardwell. Witness understood 
that Kennedy was attached in some way to the 
legal business. Witness’s boarders were at one 
time visited by Mr. Babbitt, one of Wardwell’s 
counsel in the present trial, who staid all the 
afternoon. He also saw Mr. Babbitt in 
New-York when he was having an interview 
with D’Aspremout. This was after Kennedy 
left. It was regarding a discrepancy between 
an affidavit signed by D’Aspremont and what he 
remembered to be the truth in the case. A ques- 
tion also came up concerning $30 that Wardwell 
had lent D’Aspremontand wanted to collect from 
him. Babbitt wanted the witness to pay the 
$30 for D'Aspremont because one of witness's 
children had listened to some of the French les- 
sous, but the witness declined todoso. When 
leaving, Kennedy said to witness that he would 
feel better when he was over the State line, 
which is about two miles from the house. 

Mrs. Mary A. Brown corroborated her hus- 
band’s testimony. and stated that she remem- 
bered that when D’Aspremont came to New-York 
to testify inthe Paine will case she asked him 
whether he expected to get any remuneration. 
He answered certainly; that Wardwell had 
promised to let him have $2,000 for so doing. 

George R. Sheidon, a-banker and stock broker 
of this city and a nephew of Edwin Sheldon, 
Receiver of the Chicago Land Company, testified 
regarding ths purchase for Wardwell of certain 
bonds, which the latter paid for with the tbree- 
thousand-five-hundred-and-nineteen-dollar draft 
belonging to Paine, which Wardwell re- 
ceived from the Chicago Land Company. 
The $3,519 was paid back into the estate 
by Wardwell at Mr. Swift’s suggestion, the for- 
mer stating that he had used the draft on Satur- 
day, Dec. 26, 1885, at which time he was not 
acquainted with Paine’s death. Mr. Sheldon’s 
evidence was to the effect that the transaction 
occurred on Dec. 28, (on which day Wardwell 

did know of Paine’s death.) and that a memoran- 
dum of his cashier showing that it took place 
Dee. 26 was a mistake. This witness’s evidence 
was corroborated py John M. Foster, clerk in 
charge of the receipt and delivery of Govern- 
ment bonas in the First National Bank, who 
stated that W. C. Sheldon & Co. purchased the 
bonds in question Dec. 28. 


THE COAL TROUBLES. 


—_——o— 
THE MEN BECOME ANGRY AND USE 
BRUTE FORCE. 

The first acts of violence in connection 
with the coal heavers’ strike occurred at the 
Weehawken docks yesterday. Thirty Germans, 
said to have come from Castle Garden, were put 
at work on the docks a day or twoago. Yester- 
day afternoon a party of men, said to have num- 
bered 100 or more, boarded a tugboat that lay at 
the foot of Fifth-street, Hoboken. The name of 
the boat had been stripped from the front of the 
pilot house to keep it out of view. The men said 
they were going to visit the several docks to see 
that everything was all right at them. 

The tug steamed up the river to Weehawken 
and landed at the pier at which the 30 Germans 


were engaged. They made an instant descent 
upon them and with clubs and other weapons 
drove them away. Two of the immigrants fell 
into the river in their attempt to escape, but 
were quickly hauled vut and taken to places of 
safety. The green hands fled to the Weehawken 
police for protection, and refused when solicited 
to return to the docks. After they had been 
driven off their assailants re-embarked on the 
tug and steamed away to other parts. Sheriff 
Heintze was callie upon for anew lot of Deputies, 
and he sent a large detail to the docks to pre- 
serve order. 

At all the other docks quiet prevailed. But the 
strikers are becoming ugly and uneasy over the 
methods the companies are resorting to tu accom- 
plish the defeat of their schemes. Hundreds of 
car-loads of coal have found their way across the 
Communipaw Ferry to New-York, where they 
are unloaded and handled for delivery. The 
strikers have put themselves in communication 
with the New-York Knights and demanded that 
the Knights enforce the strike on the other side 
ofthe river. The men are: evidently tiring of 
their bargain. Yesterday there was hope among 
them and much talk of a compromise being 
quickly effected. 

The coal famine is being felt in Brooklyn. 
Palmer’s cooperage, at Kent-avenue anid North 
Fifth-street, will shut down to-day, and 600 men 
will beidle. At Fulton Ferry coal has run short 
and supplies have been taken from the portion 
allotted to Catharine Ferry boats. The retailers 
are selling at $7 and $7 50 per ton in the city. 

The shutting down of Havemyers & Elder’s 
sugar refinery, at the foot of South Third-street 
and Kent-avenue, Brooklyn, Eastern District, 
on Tuesday night, owing to the scarcity of coal, 
has caused much anxiety among the many hun- 
dred employes. The firm, which is still busi- 
ly engaged in trying to secure a sufficient 
amount of coal to start their fires, was not suc- 
cessful up to a late hour last night. The large 
amount of coal consumed by the enormous fur- 
naces makes it an impossibility. The company 
have succeeded in purchasing small quantities, 
but not enough to start operations... The length 
of time the refinery will be shut down will, it is 
said, be entirely governed by the coal strikers. 
Unless the tirm is able to secure coal soon’there 
will be much sufferiug among their employes. 

Sugar advanced 2 cents a pound yesterday in 
mauy grocery stores 1n Brookiyn. This was 
eaused, according to the storekeepers, by the 
shutting down of the sugar retinery owing to the 
coal handlers’ atrike. 


SP ORE ERE TS er oe ie 
A SUPPOSITITIOUS KISS. 

John S. Moore, a real estate agent and 
broker doing pusiness at No.7 Murray-street, 
was in the Tombs Police Court yesterday in 
response to @ summons to answer a complaint 
preferred by Mrs. Lizzie McDonnell, of No. 317 
West Forty-second-street. Mr. Moore sold her 


furniture for her, and Mrs. McDonnell asserts 
that when the settlement had been made he put 
his arms around her and gave hera resounding 
smack upon her unwilling lips. She told her 
husband about it,and he sent her to court. 
Moore denied the kissing. Cornelius Hickok 
swore that his office adjoined Moore’s; that the 
door was open between them while Mrs. Mc- 
Donnell was transacting her business with 
Moore, and that Moore didn’t indulge in any 
osculatory playfuluess with his fair customer, 
for if he had done so he (Hickok) could not have 
failed to witness it. 

Justice Duffy adjusted his judicial glasses on 
the end of his nose, and, looking over their 
rims, first at the complainant and then at the 
defendant, said: ‘‘Madam, the preponderance 
of testimony seems to be against you. [ would 
suggest thatif you beli¢ve this man kissed you 
you had better settle it by taking his apology.” 

“But, your Honor,” said the defendant, ‘how 
can I apologize when I didn’t kiss her.” 

-* Well,” said Judge Duffy, “if she thinks you 
kissed her apologize for the supposititious kiss.” 

Moore’s lawyer cut the knot by offering the 
apology. 

AN EASY WAY OUT OF IY. 

Louis Werner is the saloon keeper of No. 
617 Seventh-street who got tired of paying for 
“police protection” for keeping open contrary 
to the excise laws, and was thereupon arrested 


for violation of those Jaws. Whereupon he 
charged Charles H. Southworth with extorting 
money from him, and Southworth was arrested. 
The case was adjourned until yesterday to give 
the District Attorney an opportunity to prose- 
cute the defendant. Yesterday morning EKman- 
uel M. Friend appeared as counsel for South- 
worth. He moved atonce for a dismissal on the 
ground that the complainant had failed to show 
any cause for action, and that, were all the facts 
known as charged in this case, then under pre- 
vious rulings that the complainant must come 
to court with clean hands, Werner, as a seeker 
for equity, would have no standing. Assistant 
District Attorney Semple said that the Supreme 
Court had frequently held that a rogue could not 
appear in court, and as in this case the com- 
plainant had repeatedly paid money to prevent 
the police from performing their duty he would 
not oppose the motion in view ofa decision of 
the Court of Appeals in a similar case. The court 
then dismissed Southworth.

A rumor was current early yesterday that 
Mayor Hewitt had died. It spread over every 
part of the city in an hour, having been sent out 
by one of the ticker companies. On some build- 
ings flags were displayed at half mast, and were 
kept there until the falsity of the rumor was 
demonstrated. Arthur Berry, the Mayor's chief 
clerk, received dozens of messages inquiring if 
the story was true, and he sent out general de- 
nials everywhere. Inquiry at Mr. Hewitt’s 
house showed that his condition was improving, 
and it was expected that he would be able to go 
out in a few dayiy 
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BLOCKED SEVEN HOURS. 


THE COLLISION ON THE ELEVATED ROAD 
TUESDAY EVENING. 

Men were hard at work until 12 o’clock 
Tuesday uight in getting the derailed baggage 
car on the Sixth-avenue elevated road in Fifty- 
third-street out of the way, and then it took 
them two hours more to repair the wrenched 
rails so that the Harlem trains could resume run- 
ning. Consequently from 7 o'clock Tuesday night 
until 2 o’clock yesterday worning passengers 
who wanted to go to Harlem bad either to go by 


the Third or Ninth avenue line, or to go in car- 
riages or horse cars or walk. 

Mr. Bailey, the representative of General Man- 
ager Hain, said yesterday that only one train 
had run into the baggage car, and the accident 
was due solely to the carelessness of H. J. 
Hongbtaling, the conductor of the baggage car. 
Houghtaling was required to work the switch in 
Fifty-third-street connecting the middle track, 
from which his ear started, with the up-town 
track. Atthis point there are two levers, each 
of which works a switch—one to the up-town 
track andthe other to the down-town track. 

| The levers are very close together and on Tues- 
day night Houghtaling moved the wrong lever, 
opening the switeh from the down-town track 
into the middle track. The consequence was 
that the train coming down town ran on the 
middle track and struck the baggace car. The 
train was running very slow and the collision 
was comparatively a slight one—snfficient, bow- 
ever to partly derail the baggage car and to 
Slightly damage the water tank iu the engine of 
the down-town train. Houghtaling was immeai- 
ately suspended after the accident and will re- 
main so pending an investigation into his con- 
duct. The total damage caused by the collision, 
Mr. Bailey said, will not exceed $600. 

Mr. Bailey said that two men, employes of the 
road, who were on the down-town train, had re- 
ceived a few scratches, but that their mg on 
were so slight that no official report had been 
made ofthe matterand thatbe did not even 
know the namesof the men. The injured man 
found at Roosevelt Hospital was hurt, it was 
said, by falling down the station stairs. Mr. 
Bailey said that after the accident orders were 
sent tothe station agent at each station to dis- 
play the big sign ‘‘Road Biocked,” and not to 
sell any tickets for Harlem, Notwithstanding 
this, the complaints in the early partof Tues- 
day night of passengers who had boarded trains 
down town for Harlem, and found that at Fifty- 
third-street they had to get off and walk over to 
Fifty-ninth-street and Ninth-avenue to ecatcha 
Harlem train, were many.

AGAINST INTERNAL REVENUE. 


DRUGGISTS ASKING FOR A REPEAL OF 
ALL THE TAXES. 

An agitation in favor of the abolition of 
internal revenue taxation has been begun by the 
National Wholesale Druggists’ Association of 
the United States, which has a large and in- 
fluential membership and represents a capital 
actually engaged in the manufacture and sale of 
chemicals and drugs of more than $100,000,000. 
Its Committee on Legislation, of which M. N. 
Kline, of Philadelphia, is Chairman, has issued 


circulars and petitions to all the members, 
which are to be distributed among wholesale 
and retail druggists and the public generally. 

The petitions make the following statements: 

“That internal taxation was resorted to by the 
General Government as a war measure and should 
not be maintained during times of peace. A number 
of internal taxes which were impediments to com- 
merce, or were petty exactions which annoyed and 
cost the people more than they benefited the reve- 
nue, were wisely repealed in 1883, Others produce 
an enormous and unnecessary revenue, creating a 
surplus which endangers the economical administra- 
tion of the Government. The taxon tobacco is an ex- 
ceptional burden upon agriculture. The taxon spirits 
requires an army of detectives and another army 
of soldiers to prevent illicit distillation, and keeps 
portions of the country in a disturbed condition. As 
spirits are largely used in the arts and in medicines 
the tax on them is areal burden upon the people 
who use them for these purposes, or who consume 

he articles produced from them. Repeal of this tax 
would tend to do away with the injurious adultera- 
tious now extensively practiced. The collection of in- 
ternal revenue taxes involves a@supervision by the 
Government, which employs several thousand 
agents at a cost of millions of dollars annually. For 
these reasons we pray that the internal revenue 
taxes may be reduced as rapidly as the condition of 
the Treasury will allow.” 

Although the petitions ask for the repeal of all 
internal revenue taxation, it is understood that 
the great end that. the association is seeking to 
achieve is the abolition of the tax on alcohol, 
which is very high, while that substance enters 
into the composition of neariy all medicinal 
preparations. The situation is a good deal com- 
plicated from the fact that the distillers of alco- 
hol do not wish the repeal of the tax, for the rea- 
son that the maintenance ofa large tax makes 
necessary the possession of a iarge capital and 
keeps small distilleries from being set up, and so 
prevents too much competition.

WHOOPING FOR RED MEN. 
SCHOOLBOYS SHOW INDIANS HOW THE 
WHITE MAN CHEERS. 

Sergt. Bates, the globe trotter, who has 
carried the American flag almost everywhere, 
acted as guide to a party of 30 Sioux Indians 
who yesterday descended on Grammar School 
No. 40, on East Twenty-third-street. The Sioux 
were a section of the Indians of the Buffalo Bill 
troupe and visited the school on invitation of 
Principal George W. Harrison, who wanted them 
to see what education had done for the young 


New-Yorkers. Buffalo Bill had been specially 
invited, but he couldn't appear because he was 
laid up with an injured leg, received on Tues- 
day evening during the mimic representation 
of the Custer massacre. So Sergt. Bates took his 
place, though he, too, had been wounded in the 
same mimic battle. He had a sabre wound over 
one eye, the result of a careless stroke made 
during the rally of Tuesday night. Such a trifle 
didn’t deter him from putting in an appearance, 
and intact made him a trifle more picturesque. 
He had a white companion in Broncho Bill, a 
cowboy, who had his Indian wife and their half 
breed papoose with him. The Indians were 
gorgeous in their war paint and their best blank- 
etsand other toggery,and were objects of in- 
tensest interest and admiration to the seven or 
eight hundred boys who saw them. 

First the motley crowd dropped into Miss 
Wray’s primary school and silently and solemn- 
ly lined themselves up against the east wall of 
the schoolroom, where seats had been provided 
forthem. The Rev. Dr. Huntington, of Grace 
Church, and the Rey. Mr. Tompkins, of Calvary 
Chapel, were among those whosaw the queer 
visitors to a pubhe school. The boys sang a 
hymn and the national song, “ My country, ’tis 
of thee,” and then the Sioux chanted a weird, 
wild, monotonous little thing of their own, 
which it was explained to the children was a 
hymn.

It was 
sung cleverly, and, when the chorus came, was 
made quite effective, for each child waved his 
handkerchief in the air as he gave sound to the 
stirring words of the chorus. 

Then the party went to the grammar depart- 
ment, and there the boys presumably charmed 
the Indians with readings and recitations from 
vailous poets. If the redskins were charmed 
they did not show it a particle, but when at the 
request of the Principal the scholars gave the 
‘* war whoop of Schvol No. 40,” which was three 
cheers anda tiger, the Indians grinned and 
looked happy and grunted their satisfaction. 
Then they left, as well satisfied with their visit 
as the boys bad been. 
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A STORY OF INCUMBRANCES. 
CHARGES UPON WHICH GEORGE A. 
M’DERMOTT WAS REMOVED. 


George A. McDermott, who served as 
Mayor’s Marshal under Mayors Grace and Ed- 
son und whom Tammany influence had appoint- 
ed Superintendent of Incumbrances in the De- 
partment of Public Works, was yesterday asked 
to resign by Gen. Newton, and, upon declining 
to do sv, was removed. 

The reasons for the removal are given in a let- 
ter from the Commissioner to Mr. McDermott. 


The most conspicuous one is that the ex-Super- 
intendent advised E. M. Knox, an amateur 
politician of the Tammany stripe, to compromise 
a@ ease in which he was involved. Mr. Knox, 
who has a store at Broadway and Fulton-street, 
had for 20 years leased space on the sidewalk to 
James Walsh for the sale of newspavers.. A 
short time ugo he made a Jease wit 


to dispossess Walsh. Ina letter to the Depart- 
ment of Public Works Mr Knox called for the 
removal of Walsh’s stand as ‘‘an incumbrance,” 
The stand was removed by an order of court, 
and the new lessee began the erection of a new 
and even larger “‘incumbrance” with the sane- 
tion of Knox. He also erected a soda water 
stand and an enlarged cigar stand, which 
further incumbered the corner, which is 
one of the busiest in the city. Upon 
seeing what was being done Walsh, 
who is prosperous, hired a lawyer, and also in- 
voked the aid of the Bureau of Incumbrances, 
holding thatif his smaller stand was an inecum- 
brance the larger ones must be. Mr. Knox 
stepped in to save his increased rental.by. up- 
holding the keeper of the enlarged stands. e 
brought charges against Mr. McDermott, claim- 
ing that the latter advised him to compromise 
with Walsh. This Mr. McDermott vigorously 
denied, and produced aflidavits in suppert of 
his denial. 

The other charges related to the acceptance of 
money by some one in the Bureau of Incum- 
brances for permitting stands:to rewain on the 
streets. Mr. McDermott claimed that the stands 
referred to were removed oftener than any 
others. He will bring the matter before the 
courts at an early day and contest the right of 
the Commissioner to remove him. Gen. Newton 
has appointed Juhn Richardson in his place. 
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CHARGED WITH COWARDICE. 
Commissioner Voorhis listened for nearly 
two hours yesterday to the testimony of a small 
army of witnesses in the case of Patrolman Peter 
F. Kain, of the Thirty-fourth Precinct, who was 
charged with having failed to promptly arrest 


Thomas Horn, the drunken aqueduct laborer, 
who on New Year's Day shot and klied a man 
named Dolan on Morris-avenue, near One Hun- 
dred aud LEighty-tirst street. +The nesanggret | 
showed that after the shooting Horn too 
refuge in his own house, and that he 
placed himself at the head of the stairs 
with a loaded revoiver, threatening to 
shoot any one who entered. Kain was notified 
of the shooting of Dolan and went to the scene. 
He busied himself in looking after.the wounded 
man, and telegraphed to the police station for 
the patrol wagon and for assistance, but he made 
no attempt to arrest Horn until Patrolinan 
Houlahan, of the Thirty-first Precinct, detailed 
at Shaft No. 22, appeared on the scene. Houla- 
han suggested that an effort should be made to 
arrest the murderer. Honlahan had no pistol, 
but he borrowed one from a bystander, and the 
two officers went to the house where Horn had 
taken refuge. There was ashort parley at the foot 
of the stairs, and Houlahan swears that he made 
a rush up stairs and secured the murderer. Kain 
swears that he made the arrest, and not Houla- 
han. Commissioner Voorhis,in commenting on 
the evidence, said that it appeared to him the 
officer had been remiss in not promptly effecting 
the arrest. It looked like cowardice on his part, 
a charge that was very seldom made against the 
police. The Commissioners did not wish police- 
mento rush thoughtlessly and recklessly into 
danger, but their duty was to arrest criminals 
and prevent crime even at the risk of their lives 
when that risk became necessary. The case was 
referred to the board for decision. 
a 
BETRAYED BY HIS MOTHER. 

A few days ago Detective James K. Price, 
of Capt. Williams’s command, received a letter 
which invited him to call on Mrs. Mary Mc- 
Grath, a widowed carpet sewer of No. 200 East 


Forty-ninth-street, to get information about a 
number of burglariesin the Nineteenth Precinct. 
Price hurried there, because Capt. Williams had 
been annoyed by a number of depredations, petty 
and of moment. He found Mrs. McGrath to be a 
sexagenarian cripple, very honest and very ear- 
nest. She told a startling story, which, corrob- 
orated by her daughter, Mrs. Elizabeth Devoe, 
betrayed and denounced their son and brother 
William McGrath, or Leonard, or Preston, or 
Hoffman as a ruffian, thief, and burglar, and 
furnished proof for his conviction., The 
statements of the women were written 
out at their dictation, and Mrs. McGrath 
dictated as her reason tor making a statement 
that she “* wished to protect the public from the 
depredations of her son, who had been a thief 
for the past 18 years.” There were appended 
other and excellent reasons for the women to 
betray the man. He had threatened to murder 
both of them, had tried to make them his accom- 
phees, and had urged bis sister to allow him to 
train her young boy to be a tilltapper. After 
hearing the story of McGrath’s misdeeds Price 
arrested him yesterday morning at No. 479 
Third-avenue. William was arraigned in the 
Jefferson Market Police Court and committed 
for examination.

PRODUCE EXCHANGE CALLS. 

Some time ago a conference committee 
Was appointed by the Produce Exchange to con- 
sult with the Grain Committee regarding the 


propriety of abolishing the calls. The two com- 
mittees reported yesterday in favor of retaining 
the morning and abolishing the afternoon ‘ call” 
except on the last business day of each month, 
when both calls will be in force. They resolved 
that the official settling price for ‘‘ rings” should 
be the closing price of the day, as posted on the 
bulletin. They adopted a new floor rule. Ac- 
cording to this a Moderator shall be elected 
semi-monthly, and his duty will be to preserve 
order and assist the caller. He will have power 
to impose tines not exceeding $5 upon disorderly 
members. The Moderator will wear a sult of 
chain armor under his every-day togs.

BOYCOTTING THE STREAMSHIPS. 
TROUBLES OF THE OLD DOMINION LINE 
AND THE LONGSHOREMEN. 


The European steamship agents took no 
action yesterday in regard to the attempt. of the 
striking longshoremen to boycott the Old Domin- 
fon Company. President McCready, of the Old 
Dominion Line, said that he had received no 
auswers from the European agents, whom he 
had asked by letter what action would be taken 
by them. The Wilson Line people sti!l refused 
to take a large quantity of Old Dominion 
freight, which had been sent them under 


their contract with that company. Sev- 
eral more mercantile firms have received 
letters in red ink fron the “ Executive Board of 
the Ocean Associations” requesting them not 
to have anything to do with the Old Dominion 
Company at present. Letters cautioning people 
not to handle sueh freight have also been sent 
out, and have counie into the hands of the Old 
Dominion Company The company has sent out 
circulars'to local shippers informing them that 
southern-bound freight was not bemg delayed in 
any way, and thafseven steamers per week were 
being dispatched from this port as heretofore. 

President Huntington, of the Chesapeake and 
Ohio Railway, bas telegraphed his agents at 
Newport News to stop sending freight to Boston 
for shipment to Europe and to send it here by 
the Old Dominion boats, as usual. Dispatches 
from Newport News to the Old Dominion Line 
stated that a gang of men. had. been sent to that 
oint from Norfolk, that the militia were cuard- 
ng them, and: that the handling of the Guyan- 
dotte’seargo had been resumed. The company 
has decided, for..the present at least. to coal 
ita steamers at Norfolk instead of at this end of 
the route. This removes work from this end of 
the route, and lessens the chances of the cval 
supply being shut off. The company say that 
they have more men than they can use at present. 
The cost of loading the steamers by means of the 
new hands is less than it wae under the old plan 
of paying the men by the hour. The strikers, 
however, are still deflant, and say that they will 
yet force the Old Dominion Compauy to come to 
erms.

STIX SMALLPOX PATIENTS. 

Five cases of smallpox were recorded at 
the Health Department yesterday. This rather 
astonished the sanitary oflicials, as not a soli- 
tary case of smallpox was known or had been 
reported in this city since Noy. 1, 1886, 
although there were plenty of cases in the 
neighboring cities. Two Spanish snilors, Celes- 
tina Ariposa and ignacio Isqueorio, members of. 
the crew of the steamship Andes, of the Atlas 
Line, were found sick with smallpox yester 


day at a_ sailors’ boarding house in 
Cherry-street, near . Catharine-street. The 
steamer arrived at this port on the 7th inst. She 
had touched at Kingston, Jamuica, where one 
of the crew, sufferiug: from smallpox, was put 
ashore. There was no sickness on board when 
the Andes passed Quarantine. After being paid 
off the two sailors, Ariposa and Isqueorio, went 
directly to the Cherry-street boarding house, 
where they have since been staying. On Tues- 
day they were taken sick, and a doctor who was 
summoned ‘suspected smalipox and yesterday 
morning reported the facts to Dr. 
Taylor, of the Bureau of Contagious 
Diseases. A sanitary inspector was sent 
to the house and he found that the 
sailors had sniallpox. They were at once re- 
moved-.to the hospital on North Brothers 
Island, and the boarding house was thoroughly 
disinfected and fumigated. Henry Kberbardt, 
8 years old, was found yésterday at the resi- 
dence of his parents, No. 3,277 'Third-avenue, 
suffering with smailpox. The child spent the 
Christwas holidays at the house of relatives in 
Brooklyh, and is believed to have contracted 
the disease in that city. He was removed to the 
hospital, where his mother accompanied him. 
Mrs. Henderson and her child, 6 months old, 
were removed to the smallpox hospital froin No. 
758 Seventh-uvenue. Salvadore Madreas, an- 
other of the Spanish sailors from the steamship 
Andes, Was found sick with smallpox at the 
bearding house No. 113 Cherry-street, last night, 
and was removed to hospital. 
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BIG PROFIT ON A COFFIN. 

Like poets, undertakers appear to be born, 
not made. At least that is the case with respect 
of New-York undertakers. Out of six jovial, 
bustling. fellows who testified in the Supreme 
Court yesterday in the suit of the Rev. Under 
taker Stephen Merritt against Mrs. Lizzie 
Adair, four swore that they had been in the busi- 
ness of furnishing ‘everything requisite for a 
funeral’ all their lives—that they were bormrin 


it. And every one of the undertaking witnesses 
swore that the Rev. Mr. Merritt’s charge 
ot $447 for conducting the funeral services 
of Mrs.. Anna M. Osborn was tair and 
reasonable, in view of the kind of articles he fur- 
nished for what Mrs. Adair’s incredulous lawyer 
insisted upon terming ‘* the celebration.” The 
refusal of Mrs. Adair to pay the Rev. Mr. 
Merritt’s undertaking bill was based on the 
grounds that she did not employ Mr. Merritt, but 
merely went to his establishment because she 
knew how Mra, Osborn wanted to be buried; that 
the estate or relatives of Mrs. Osborn were the 
true debtors. Yuoung Stephen Merritt, who 
managed the Osborn funeral for his fa- 
ther, testified that the bill was a fair one. 
The casket he had charged $275 for was lined 
with lace and satin, and had velvet-covered 
handies and gold-plated mvuntings. The draped 
shell had cost his father at wholesale $40, and to 
line and mountit vost about $70 more, making 
its entire Gost $110. In young Mr. Merritt's 
opinion $165 profit wag not too much to make 
ou the casket. The regtlur price was $275, and 
the comparative poverty or great wealth of a 
purehbaser of such a casket would not affect its 
price.

BREWERS AND RETAILERS. 

At the regular monthly meeting of the 
Trustees of the Brewers’ Exchange yesterday 
afternoon, at No, 2 Irving-place, a request from 
the retail beer dealers conceriing the pool agree- 
ment was received and considered. The central 
vody of the Wine, Liquor, and Beer Dealers’ As- 


sociation held a special meeting last week, and 
as aresult have proposed to the brewers that 
the clause of the pool compact preventing a re- 
tailer from changing his brewer without suffer- 
ing a two-thirds reduction of discount on the 
price of abarrel of beer be eliminated. The 

Trustees of the Brewers’ Exchange, while they 
will not permit the elision of the clause, are un- 
derstood to be iu favor of so modifying it as to 
make it not obnoxious to the retailers. They 
took no final action in the matter yesterday, 
however, as their by-laws cannot be changed 
under 90 days. They still insist that the pool 
compact was not aimed at the dealers, but in- 
tended to protect the business against the agents 
of various brewers who were bidding against 
each other for custom. : 

The liquor dealers of Brooklyn have organized 
to protest against the monopoly of beer brewers 
in forming a pool. They will join with New-York 
men in measures against organized brewers’ in- 
terests.

INTER-STATE COMMERCE BILL INDORSED 
BY THE BOARD OF TRADE. 

The Board of Trade and Transportation 
held its annual meeting yesterday. and before 
adjournment put itself on record in favor of the 
passage by Congress of the Inter-State Com- 
merce bill. This bill was brought to the atten- 
tion of the board by James H. Seymour, and 
without discussion the following resolutions 
were adopted: 


Resolved, That in the opinion of this board it is 
the duty of all parties to acquiesce in a fair trial of 
the best considered measure for this purpose which 
has yet been before the country. and we believe it to 
be for the best interests both of the railroads and 
shippers that the present bill should become a law. 

Resolved, ‘That if, after fair trial, it shall be found 
to work undue hardship to any interest this board 


pledges its influence to secure such amendment as 
will remedy the same. 


The board also adopted a resolution, intro- 
duced by A. B. Miller, strongly urging upon the 
Legislature the necessity of making liberal ap- 
propriations for the maintenance and improve- 


ment of the State canals. Allegations having 
been made that elevator charges at this port 
were higher than at Cnicago, Montreal, and 
competing Atlantic pnb the board adopted a 
resolution in which it urged owners of elevators 
to confer with canal boatmen and other trans- 
portation interests and arrange a just and 
equitable schedule of charges in protection of 
the interests of the city, and thus avoid legisla- 
tive interference.
